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THE SPHAKERSHIP AND THE SEN- 
ATORIAL CONTEST. 

GEN. SHARPE AND MR. SKINNER BOTH ON 
THE GROUND— CONFIDENCE OF THE 
FORMER’S FRIENDS—THE HON. CHAUN- 
CEY M. DEPEW AND THE OTHER CANDI- 
PATES FOR THE SENATORSHIP. 

AxuBany, Dec. 31.—There is a very fair 
| gathering of members of the Assembly visible 
in the halls of the Delavan House to-night, and 
‘ the scenes of other years bogin to be repro- 
duced. Gen. Sharpe and Mr. Skinner, the can- 
didates for the Speakership, have rooms on the 
same hall, and have taken meals together, and 
exchanged courtesies in a genuine spirit of 
friendship. Gen. Shurpe’s friends are exceed- 
ingly confident that their candidate will suc- 
ceed; some of the most sanguine of them pre- 
dict that he will be the only candidate be- 
fore the caucus. The first friend of 
Gen. Sharpe has yet to be found who 
will speak an unpleasant word against Mr, 
Skinner, and some of those who declare they 
will vote against him say that they are his 
personal admirers. From a friend of Gen. 
Sharpe, who is undoubtedly well qualiffed to 
speak, it is ascertained that the General relies 
upon the votes of 68 members. Of this num- 
ber he is said to be as sure as written pledges 
can make him. This 68 includes the members 
from Cattaraugus and Chautauqua, who were 
supposed to be for Mr. Skinner. It is even 
claimed that Mr. Binninger, Mr. Skinner’s col- 
league from Jefferson, will vote for Gen. Sharpe. 
Then he will, it is said, be supported by all 
three of the Monroe members, both the mem- 
bers from Niagara, three from Oneida, two 
from St. Lawrence, both members from Sara- 
toga, and the member from Schenectady. Mr. 
Skinner’s friends do not give his canvass, but 
they hope to find 35 votes for him. At all 
events, he is to remain in the race, it is said, 
until word is given for him to withdraw. This 
last report shows that his canvass is to have 
rome connection with the fight to follow on the 
Senatorsbip. : 

The only candidate for Senator whom any- 
body finds placed in the field squarely is the 
Hon, Chauncey M. Depew. That he is stronger 
than Mr. Skinner there is no question, but Mr. 
Skinner’s friends here say that the defeat of 
Mr. Skinner means the defeat of Mr. Depew. 
Several men who will vote for Gen. Sharpe 
have said here to-day that they will vote for 
Mr. Depew, and that they regard it as unwise 
to regard the Senatorial fight as settled by Mr. 
Skinner’s defeat. Thus far the only talk 
about Mr. Depew’s opponents'is general, Those 
mentioned here are the Hon. Richard Crowley, 
the Hon. Levi P. Morton, the Hon. Elbridge 
G. Lapham, and the Hon. Thomas C. Platt, 
4ll Republicans and well known. It is sug- 
gested that the Governor is for Mr. Platt, and 
that Senator Conkling is also at his back. Mr. 
Morton is also supposed to be acceptable to 
Senator Conkling, and to be his candidate in 
case Mr. Platt’s candidacy may not be found 
expedient. Mr. Crowley’s friends say that 
Senator Conkling is not inimical to his success, 
and suggest, also, that Gen, Arthur would 
be as well pleased with the election 
of Mr. Crowley as with the choice of 
any other man named. There are diverse 
opinions of the report that Gov. Cornell is a 
contingent candinate, and the friends of the 
other candidates profess to be assured that 
Gov. Cornell, under no consideration, would 
allow his named to be used. There is some 
fretting among men not over partial to any of 
these men because the ‘‘machine’’ has not 
selected its candidate. The candidacy of Vice- 
President Wheeler, which it has been said Col- 
lector Merritt has been promoting, a 
shadowy one. St. Lawrence is not for him. 
An impression has gained ground among some 
of the St. Lawrence politicians that Mr. 
Wheeler is deficient in grit, and that his own 
modesty about coming torward in emergencies 
has led his friends to distrust him as much as 
he seems determined to distrust himself. 

Gov. Cornell gave adinner to his staff to- 
night, at which Gen. Sharpe was a guest. Ex- 
Gov. Alvord is here, and has called upon both 
candidates for Speaker, to advise them to with- 
draw in his favor, as he is once more in the 
race. He has brought his fishing record with 
him and a budget of material to be used in 
framing new tax laws. 
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ANOTHER BROKEN STONE FOUND. 

ARCHES OF THE ASSEMBLY CHAMBER—SEEK 
ING TO ALLAY MIE&GIVINGS, 

Atpany, Dec. 31.—No topic interests 
avery body just at present so much as the dis- 
cussion of the condition of the new Capitol. 
All the members here talk of it with more en- 
thusiasm than they do of either the Speaker- 
ship or the Senatorial contests. And they go 
up to the new building to examine it for them- 
selves, perhaps with a lurking hope that they 
may discover a dangerous fracture or a por- 
tentious settling of the walls. A story 
that appeared this morning in one of 
the New-York papers, which purported 
to give a true description of the geo- 
logical formation of the ground on which the 
Capitol is built at first excited new alarm, but 
it has been discovered to contain inaccuracies, 
and to be more amusing than alarming. The 
discussion of the subject has had its effect upon 
the Capitol Ggmmissioners. To their ears have 
some ail the stories, reasonable and unreason- 
able, which have been current here for months. 
They have heard that all Summer long, in the 
tellars of the Capitol, men have been burrow- 
ing, taking out stones here and there, shoring 
up walls that appeared to have settled, and 
otherwise strengthening what seemed to be 
weak piaces. Workmen are reported to have 
told their friends that they entered the building 
daily with some misgivings, and that they 
knew of hidden plans which the public knew 
nothing about. It is almost too much to be- 
lieve true, but one workman is said to have 
estimated that it had cost the State nearly 
$15,000 to replace broken stones removed from 
parts of the structure. 

Lieut.-Gov. Hoskins and Attorney-General 
Ward are both determined that nothing shall 
be left undone to satisfy members of the 
Legislature that it is safe or unsafe. As mem- 
bers of the Capitol Commission, they are only 
custodians of the completed portions, and are 
in no way responsible for any neglect of which 
their predecessors in office may have been 
guilty. At a meeting of the Commissioners 
50-day, Lieut.-Gov. Hoskins, Attorney-General 
Ward, and Auditor Place being present, Super- 
intendent Eaton was called upon for further 
information as to the condition of the arch in 
the Assembly Chamber. It came up in the 
course of conversation between the Commis- 
sioners and Mr. Eaton that the Superintendent 
had discovered, while the scaffolding that was 
used in repairing the first break was still up, that 
another stone was fractured. This was in the 
rib leading from the north-west pillar up to the 
keystone, at a slightly higher point than that 
at which the break was found in the opposite 
rib. It was very small, Mr. Eaton explained, 
scarcely visible from the floor even with the 
aid of an opera-glass. ‘* But it ran_through, 
did it not?’ asked Auditor Place. *‘‘ Yes, Sir,”’ 
answered Mr. Eaton. Attorney-General Ward 
proposed that the engineers who are examin- 
ing the building be requested to make 
fh report immediately. This was adopted, 
pnd so was a motion that Mr. Hidlitz, the 
architect, appear and give some explanation 
that will serve to allay, if possible, the mis- 
givings which are felt for the safety of those 
who are about to occupy the Assembly and 
Senate Chambers. Attorney-General Ward 
was in favor of having an immediate and 
thorough examination by experts, but Lieut. - 
Gov. Hoskinssuggested that the Commissioners 
had no power to order such an investigation, 
and that they should get such information as 
they could and report to the Legislature for 
its action. : a 

Mr. Eaton states, in explaining the manner 
of constructing the foundation, that a bed of 

‘concrete was first laid of the area of the whole 
structure and 4 to 7 feet thick, Mr. Bingham

A STRONG APPEAL TO THE JURY—STENOG-

Dustin, Dec. 31.—The attendance at the 
court was much fuller to-day than on the pre- 
ceding days of the trials of the traversers. 
Mr. Law, in concluding his speech, said the 
principles taught by the members of the Land 
League had been called American principles, 
but they might be more properly described as 
Red Republicanism or Nihilism, He expressed 
the hope that when this mischievous new gos- 
pel was abandoned those whom it was now 
his duty to prosecute would turn their talents 
to better account the Island of Saints. He said 
he hoped the jury would be true to their con- 
sciences and return a verdict -satisfactory to 
the country. Disorder, he said, must be put 
down, no matter at what cost. As he re- 
sumed his seat there was no manifestation of 
any kind. 

The rest of the afternoon was devoted to the 
reading of the short-hand reporters’ notes and 
speeches of Mr. Parnell and other leading trav- 
ersers. The court granted the request of Mr. Mac- 
donogh, counsel for the traversers, that copies 
of the extracts be supplied him. The court fur- 
ther recuested Mr. Law to supply whatever 
the defense required, and said the Crown 
should render the defense every possible fa- 
cility. Mr. Macdonogh contended that the 
speeches delivered by two of the traversers 
since the information was laid should not be 
read. The court decided against him, taking 
a note of the objection. The court then ad- 
journed until Monday. ; 

The military correspondent of the Irish 
Times states that the authorities contemplate 
the dispatch of flying columns over the coun- 
try almost immediately, as was done during 
the Fenian rising.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS 

Lonpon, Dec. 31.—The Mayor of Athens 
telegraphs to the Lord Mayor of London that 
a magnificent and complete statue of Minerva 
Victorious, a masterpiece of Phidias, bas just 
been discovered. 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg says: ‘* The 
District Governor of Orenburg has resigned 
because the central authorities refused to pro- 
vide the sum of 500,000 rubles to relieve the 
distress of the Kirguiz and other inhabitants 
of the Province, who, because of the successive 
rsa years, are starving to death by hun- 
dreds.’ 

Advices from Sierra Leone, dated the 12th 
inst., are as follows: From Sherbro news 
comes of continued fighting between the Gal- 
lena and Tarnet tribes. The slaughter on both 
sides is very great. Prisoners are either killed 
immediately or put to horrible tortures. 

‘The Fall Mall Gazette says: ** The decision 
of the Government to retire from Kandahar 
is emphasized to-day by news of the stoppage 
of the construction of the railway thither, a 
few miles beyond Sibi.” A correspondent at 
Sibi even says that the step is considered as an 
indication that the Government will not only 
abandon Kandahar, but the Pishin Valley.”’ 

The quarterly abstract shows the gross reve- 
nue of the United Kingdom for the three 
months ending to-day to be £19,500,000, 
against £18,500,000 for the corresponding 
period in 1879.

The crew took to the small boat, and was picked 
up by the tug Brazil at 4 P. M. this afternoon, and 
landed at Lewes, Del. The crew suffered greatly, 
having no water or proves, They were 21 hours 
in an open boat, and were carried in and out by the 
ice. Nothing was saved from the schooner. Some 
of the crew were slightly frost-bitten. With this 
exception the crew are all well.” The bay was 
full of ice, on account of which the life-saving 
boats could render no assistance. . 

Mewpnis, Tenn., Dec. 31.—The steamer Plowboy, 
from Pine Biuff to the mouth of the White River, 
with acargo of 400 baies of cotton, consigned to 
New-Orleans merchants, sank at Pendleton’s Land- 
ing.

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MAYOR COOPER’S LAST ACTS 


A SURPRISE FOR THE CITY HALL 
FOLITICIANS. 

TAX COMMISSIONER HOWLAND RESIGNS AND 
MR. THOMASB. ASTEN TAKES HIS PLACE— 
TWO NEW PARK COMMISSIONERS INSTEAD 
OF GREEN AND CONOVER—MR. CONOVER 
GETS A PLACE AS A®SESSOR. 

Mayor Cooper's last official acts, just be- 
fore midnight last night, caused another small 
revolution in the City Government. He received 
and accepted the resignations of Henry E. How- 
land, President of the Department of Taxes and 
Assessments; Park Commissioner Andrew H. 
Green, and Park Commissioner Samuel Con- 
ver, and at once filled the places thus made 
vacant. The new City officers appointed were 


Thomas B. Asten, in place of Mr. 
Howland, William J. Orliffe, in place 
of Mr. Green, and Charles F. MacLean, 
in place of Mr. Conover. There was 
the most intense excitement among such local 
politicians as happened to hear of the resigna- 
tions, and there wasa large gathering in the 
Mayor’s office. The Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment did not complete their work 
upon the final estimates for 1881 until 11:38 
o'clock. The moment Mr. Cooper announced 
that the board stood adjourned, Mr. Howland 
stepped torward and handed to the Mayor the 
following letter: 
New-York, Dec. 31, 1880. 
The oe Edward Ccoper, Mayor of the City of New- 
ork; cS 

DEAR Srr: When I accepted my appointment 
from you I expressed, as you will recollect. consid- 
erable doubt as to whether the duties of the office 
would not interfere with existing profession- 
al obligations which I could not abandon. 
The importance of immediate action at the 
time on my part, in order to enable 
the Board of Apportionment to act, induced me to 
accept the office, with the distinct understanding 
that I would noé retain it if I found that its duties 
required so much of my time as to render it impos- 
sible for me to fulfill my existing engagements. 

I have obtained a sufficient insight into the re- 
quirements of the office to convince me that I must 
neglect them, or abandon my professional obliga- 
tions. The Board of Apportionment has now passed 
upon the estimates for next year, and the pressing 
pao igeg which prompted my acceptance no longer 
exists. 

lt is important that my successor should enter 
upon his duties connected with the tax office he- 
fore the beginning of next year. I, therefore, with 
great respect hereby resign the office of President 
of the Department of Taxes and Assessments.

HENRY E. HOWLARD. 

The Mayor glanced hastily over the docu- 
ment and turned at once to Mr. Thomas B. 
Asten, who stood by his side. Seizing a Bible, 
he tendered Mr. Asten the position, the latter 
accepted, and at exactiy 11:42 o’clock he 
took the oath of office. The  resigna- 
tions of Park Commissioners “Green and 
Conover had been received a_ short 
time before. At 11:58 o’clock Mayor Cooper 
held out the Bible to Mr. Oliffe, aa that gen- 
tleman took the oath of office as successor to 
Mr. Green. One minute later Charles F. Mac- 
Lean was sworn inas Mr. Conover’s successor, 
thus becoming a Park Commissioner one mo- 
ment before Mayor Cooper’s term of office 
expired. , 

mong the persons present to witness these 
final official acts of the outgoing Mayor were 
Controller Campbell, Police Justice Maurice 
J. Power, ex-Judge Henry E. Howland, 
Thomas Costigan, Sores Morris and 
Marshall, William J. Oliffe, | Public 
Works Commissioner Hubert 0. Thomp- 
son, ex-Assemblyman John Keenan, Charles 
F. MacLean, and a number of others. Every 
one of them was given a thorough surprise, 
and a good many of them were 
much disgusted at certain parts of the 
programme, When it became known 
that Mayor Cooper intended to appoint 
Mr. MacLean on the Park Commission there 
was an immediate and earnest expression of 
disapproval. The* Mayor was kesieged at 
every point by Irving Hall men, who begged 
him to name some other man. He was urged 
to give the place to his private secretary, 
Mr. Morrison, by several gentlemen, while 
others asked him to appoint Alderman Mar- 
shall. The latter, however, declared to his 
friends that he did not want the place, and 
would not take itif it were offered to him. 
At the critical moment, however, Mr. 
Cooper administered the oath of office 
to Mr. MacLean, and the matter was 
settled. A few moments afterward one of the 
prominent City officers openly refused to 
shake hands with the new Park Commissioner, 
telling him frankly that he was ‘‘ disgusted 
with the whole business, and was sorry to see 
him appointed.’”” There was but little open 
expression of disapproval, however, after it 
was all over, and most of those in the room 
shook hands with Mr. MacLean and wished 
him ‘ta happy New Year.’? Tax Commis- 
sioner Asten and Park Commissioner Oliffe 
were the recipients of many congratula- 
tions, although most of those present were 
so taken by surprise that they hardly 
knew what they were saying or doing. The 
excited politicians remained in the office until 
long after the old year had passed away, dis- 
cussing the new turn of the political wheel, 
and trying to make out what it all meant. 
The Mayor signed the official appointment 
papers of the new officers just before the 
stroke of midnight, and after that he seemed 
to be the least excited man in the room. 

Late in the evening, but before it became 
generally known that such important changes 
were to be made, Tax Commissioners How- 
land, Hayward, and Vanderpoel were in- 
formed of what was contemplated, that Park 
Commissioner Conover had tendered his resigna- 
tion as such Commissioner, and that if the 
place should he offered to him he would accept 
a position as a member of the Board of Asses- 
sors, the appointments to which are 
made by the Tax Commissioners. Ac- 
cordingly, the Commissioners got tugether 
very quietly in the Mayor’s private office 
and passed a resolution removing Assessor 
Mooney, who is a Tammany Democrat, from 
his position. President Howland objected to 
such asummary proceedings to mai.3 room 
for somebody else, and declined to vote 
for Mr. Mooney’s discharge. The resolution 
was adopted, however, and _ then a resolution 
was carried appointing Mr. Conover to 
the place thus prepared for _ him. 
Before midnight the new Assessor re- 
ceived official notice of his appointment, and 
he at once qualified by taking the usual oath 
of office. No action was taken toward tilling 
the place left vacant by Mr. Asten’s promo- 
tion, and the latter will himself have a voice 
in the naming of his successor.

THE NEW OFFICERS. 

Taomas B. ASTEN, the new President of 
the Tax Board, was born in this City in 1825. 
He was educated in the Mechanics’ School, and 
when he attained the age of manhood he be- 


came a piano manufacturer. In politics he 
was a Whig, and when the Repub- 
lican Party was organized he became 
a Republican, and has ever since acted with 
the party. He was one of the Presidential 
Electors at Lincotn’s second election in 1864. 
In 1869 be was appointed Assessor, and became 
President of the Board of Assessors, which 
office he held until last night. 


Wituram M. Ovirrsg, the newly appoint- 
ed Park Commissioner, is a Cooper Democrat, 
a son-in-law of Jordan L. Mott, ex-President 


of the Board of Aldermen, and son of the late 
William J, Oliffe, of the well-known drug-store 
at No. 6 Bowery, said to be the oldest estab- 
lishment of the kind in theCity. He succeeded 
his father in the drug business, but gave u 
his active interest in it several years ago. He 
retains his financial interest, however, and has 
engaged in no other occupation. He is 37 

ears of age, and resides at the corner of 

ifth-avenue and One Hundred and Thirtieth- 
street. He has never held office, unless a 
Westchester Rapid Transit Commissionership 
may be called such, but his name was promi- 
nently mentioned last year in connection with 
the Tax Commissionership. He was born and 
educated in this City. 

Cuartes F. MacLean, the new Park 
Commissioner, is about 43 years of age. He is 
a relative of ex-Gov. Tilden, and bears a great 
resemblance to the sage of Gramercy 
Park. Mr. MacLean was graduated from 
Yale College in 1864, and completed 
his education in Germany. On Foren to 
this coun he ente Mr. Tilden’s law 
office. On May 10, 1875, he was appointed 
Counsel to the Police Board by Corporation 
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Counsel Whitney. On the 18th of April, 1879, 
when Police: Commissioner Nichols was re- 
moved by. Mayor Cooper, Mr. MacLean was a 
pointed Police Commissioner in his place. He 
was afterward ousted from his office and 
Nichols was reinstated. 


SaMvuEL Conover, the new Assessor, is 
about 43 years old, and was born in the Ninth 
Ward in this City. He entered into commer- 


cial business, and in 1877 was President 
of the Produce Bank. At that time he 
wes a member of the Tammany Society, 
and on the 13th of November of that year he 
was nominated for the office of Park Commis- 
sioner immediately after the Board of Alder- 
men had rejected the name of Col. Stepbins. 
Mr. Conover’s nomination was laid over, but 
he was confirmed on the 16th of November, and 
served as Commissioner from that time until 
last night. 
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GREENFIELD’S FATE DECIDED.

THE DEATH SENTENCE AFFIRMED AND A 

DAY TO BE FIXED FOR THE HANGING. 

RocHeEstER, N. Y., Dec. 31.—The celebrated 
Greenfield case seems finally near its end, Judge 
tumsey, of the General Term, to-day deciding that 
the conviction should be affirmed, The proceed- 
ings are remitted to the Onondaga”court, with in- 
structions to fix the day forthe hanging of the pris- 
oner in pursuance of the sentence of death. The; 
sentence, from which appeal was taken, was to: 
have been executed Dec. 12, 1879. The judgment 
was stayed by a writ of error to April 20, 1880. He 
was respited April 23, 1880, and a motion was made, 
for a new trial, which has now been decided. A } 


brief history of this remarkable case is as follows:' 
On the morning of Oct. 3, 1875, Alice Greenfield, the : 
wife of Orlando Greenfield, was found murdered in? 
bed in Orwell, Oswego County. The husband was 
arrested, but he strenuously denied the crime, 
= that the murder was committed by 
two rothers, Royall and Alden Kel- 
logg, and George Hines, all men of no- 
torious reputation. Greenfield was indicted, t 
and has had three trials. In one the jury dis-; 
agreed; inthe others verdicts of guilty were ren-} 
dered. Several times he has been sentenced to be + 
hanged, but has escaped the gallows. He is in the! 
Onondaga County Penitentiary. 

Efforts even now are making to secure the indict- 
ment of Hines and the Kelloggs, in Oswego Coun- 
ty. The evidence against them is said to be strong, 
and consists in part of a letter written by one 
brother to the other, asking information about the 
murder, if the latter thought itrightto give such 
information. It is also claimed that when Green- 
field was convicted and sentenced, Royall Kellogg 
Was very anxious about the question as to whether, 
in case the convicted man was hanged, though in- 
nocent, if the real murderers were discovered 
they could be convicted and hanged. Being in- 
formeac that they coulé be punished, he became 
greatly alarmed, and the same day left his employ- 
ment, near Albion, Orleans County, and went West. 
There is other and moreimportant evidence against 
the three men, according to statements of counsel 
for Greenfield, which, he thinks, will tend to secure 
their indictment. Itis doubtful now, however, if any 
turther attempt will be made. The trial has already 
cost Oswego County $40,000.

AN IMPROVEMENT VERY MARKED 
AT MID-DAY. 

COLD WAVE GOING OUT TO SEA-—-ICZ 
TNE SHIPS WILL BRING. IN—MANY EVI- 
DENCES OF RELIEF—BRILLIANT SCENES 
IN BAY AND RIVERS. . 

The cold wave which threatened to freezé 
up the entire City on Thursday has passed over 
us to the castward, and unless all indications 
fail a comparatively moderate season is about 
to follow it. The reports from all over ihe 
country yesterday, as gathered at the Signal 
Service Bureau, show that the temperature is 
rising, and that the intense cold has passed on 
to the eastward. In North Platte, Neb., the 
thermometer at 9 o’clock in the morning regis- 
tered 6°, which was a rise of 7° in the 24 hours. 
Other points in the West showed a correspond- 
ing moderation in the temperature. At Grand 
Haven, Mich., the record was 12’, a rise of 5°; 
at Leavenworth, Kan., 4°, a rise of 4°; at Mar- 

uette, Wis., 7°, a rise of 3°; at Milwaukee, 
‘Wis., 4°, arise of 16°; at Detroit, Mich., 1° 
below zero, arise of 4°; at Buffalo, 2° below 
zero, a rise of 64; at Oswego, N. Y., 11°, a rise 
of 4°; and at Boston, 1°,a rise of 1°. Prof. 

Draper, at the Central Park Observatory, said 
yesterday afternoon to a TIMES reporter: 
‘The wave has passed completely over 
us, and has gone out to sea, where 
it will probably cause a_ great deal 
of inconvenience to the shipping in the 
water. For the next two or three days, and 
perhaps longer, you may look to see the incom- 
ing steamers and sailing vessels covered with 
fice, and it will not be at all surprising if the 
officers and men suffer severely from frost- 
bites, and possibly more serious results from 
the cold. The wave may reach the shores of 
Europe, or it may exhaust itself in mid-ocean. 
Nearly all cold waves originate in the Rocky 
Mountains, as this one did, and travel to the 
eastward. Sometimes they move with great 
rapidity, reaching the Atlantic coast in about 
three days, while at other times they require a 
week for the transit. The wind now is hauling 
around to the south-east, and the weather will 
continue to moderate, in all probability, until 
a general thaw sets in.”’

City yesterday was very marked. It was an 
jextremely cold day, but the suffering which 
‘was experienced on Thursday was so intens« 
that yesterday, by comparison, was comfort- 
‘able. The maximum temperature at the 

Park Observatory on Thursday was 4°, the 
mercury standing at this point at 12:01 
noon, and the minimum was 6° below 
zero, at 8 in the morning. Yesterday 
the maximum, as recorded at the Park, was 
/10°, at 2 P. M., the minimum being 3° below 

zero, at 12:01 midnight. The temperature was 

13° during the day, which was enough to make 
the weather somewhat tolerable to all whose

No such cold day has 
been known since Jan. 10, 1875, but then tha 
average temperature was 54°, the average of 
Thursday being 184°. During the last 10 years 
the minimum for the month of December has 
not reached the point which wes reached on 
Thursday.

At the beginning of yesterday the thermom- 
‘eter registered 3° below zero, and the mercury 
remained steady at this point until 7 o’clock, 
j when it began to ascend slowly under the iii- 
fluence of the rising sun. At2o’clockin the 
aiternoon it had jumped to 10° above zero, a 
change in seven hours of 15°, or nearly 2° an 
hour. These observations were taken in Centra} 
Park, where the thermometer is subjected only 
to the infiuence of the atmosphere. At Hudnut’s, 
down town, where the thermometer hangs di- 
rectly over a sidewalk beneath which are fur- 
naces, the record at 2 0’clock was 13°—3° above 
that noted inthe Park. While the tempera 
ture of the air was at this point the heat of tha 
sun was recorded at 67°, as against 63° at the 
same hour on Thursday. The general direc- 
‘tion of the wind during Thursday and early 
)yesterday morning was from ths west, and if 
‘ traveled at the rate of about 10 miles an hour. 
About 8 o’clock it began to veer around to the 
south, and as the direction changed, the tem- 
perature began to moderate very rapidly. 
About noon the wind was blowing steadily 
from west-south-west, and the barometer was 
falling, while the mercury in the thermometer 
was rising. The indications are that the new 
vear will open with much more moderate 
weather, and that to-day will be clear and 
comparatively comfortable. 

The effect of the cold wave of Thursday was 
to solidify the snow which filis most of the 
streets of the City, and yesterday it was packed 
down hard, in most places to some three or 
four inches in thickness. The sun was not 
powerful enough to melt it, and the constant 
travel in the streets most used, and especialiv 
those through which the car tracks pass, mace 
it smooth and almost as slippery asice. The 
result was that a very dangerous road-bed was 
produced, on which horses slipped and flound- 
ered, oftentimes falling on the hard snow. On 
West Broadway, in the neighborhood of 
Chambers-street, and on West and the streets 
leading to the North ; River, blocks were 
frequent, and the . Police had _ great 
difficulty in keeping’ the line of traffic 
moving. On Chatham-street, between Cham- 
bers anti Pearl, the road was very slippery, 
horses fell Very often, and it was next to im- 
possible to stop a car or a team going down 
the hill.: The snow which had been shoveled 
from the sidewalks to the gutters formed long 
ridges on either side of. the streets, and, being 
frozen hard, presented a broken ‘surface o/ 
slippery hillocks, which it was dangerous te 
cross. No attempt to clean the streets was 
made during the day, as it was deemed im. 
practicable to attack the snow until some effect 
had been made upon it by the thaw which it is 
expected is coming. No serious accidents were 
reported on- the streets, however, notwith. 
standing their glassy surface. Drivers were 
unusually careful, and the horses picked their 
vay. slowly along over the treacherous road- 


For the first time during the Winter floating 
ice made its appearance in the East River, and 
collected on the shores of Brooklyn and New- 
York. It formed on the Jersey flats,and was 
brought over by the tide, while from the op- 
posite direction Long Island Sound contributed 
its share. The Lower Bay was nearly covered, 
and the scene was a very beautiful one, espe- 
cially around Governor’s Island, which was 
fairly beleaguered with snow-covered ice, 
which glistezed in the sunlight. From the top 
of the Equitable Building the view wasa mag- 
nificent one. The river and the Bay seemed a 
moving mass of white capped hillocks, while 
the shipping of the two cities, with its rigging 
covered with ice, made a prominent and strik- 
ing feature of the picture. But the beauty of 
this scene could not compensate, in the eyes of 
& business community, for the inconvenience 
caused by the floating ice. It fiiled the ferr 
slips and incommoded the ferry-boats in mid- 
stream, and the result was that all the East 
River boats were seriously incommoded, and 
the transfer of passengers between this City 
and Brooklyn was delayed. The greatest de. 
lays occurred on_the Williamsburg Ferry, 
which runs from Roosevelt-street to Broad. 
way, Williamsburg. A large cake of ice 
floated up the river about 5 o’clock in the 
morning, and became wedged in just above 
Corlear’s Hook. The boats were run at inter: 
vals offa half-hour, but about 7 o’clock the ice 
field was broken up, and regular trips were re 
sumed, though it often took three-quarters of 


an hour to make the passage. The Fulton, 
Wall, and South Ferries were all delayed more 
or less during the day, and the Staten Island 
boats were seriously impeded by the huge 
masses of floating ice in the Bay. The Sound 
steamers were all behindhand from tke same 
cause, reaching their docks from three to five 

ours behind time. The North River was com- 
paratively free from ice during the day, and 
the ferries qewsily ran on schedule time, The 
Long Island Railroad trains were all more or 
less Behind time, but the officers of the road 
believe that unless another snow-storm besi 
them all trains will be running on time to-day, 
In Central Park the change in the tempera. 


| ture was a grateful relief tothe animals. onJ 
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the sea lions fairly bellowed out their joy as 
they lay on the snow within their inclosure 
and gazed at their ice-covered pond. One of 
the eagles became so hilarious that he cele- 
brated the moderation of the weather by at- 
tacking a weaker brother, whom the cold of 
the day before had enervated, and killing him 
before the keeper could prevent it. _Fifth- 
avenue and the drives through the Park were 
filled with sleighs during the afternoon, the oc- 
cupants of which were well mutied up, and the 
skating pond was fairly packed with men 
women, boys, and_ girls, who mingle 
together on the solid ice in inextricable 
confusion. On Thursday thousands were 
driven away from the pond by the intensity of 
the weather; but yesterday was a fine day for 
skating, and the lovers of the sport made the 
most of it. Rosy cheeks were to be seen on 
every hand, and the invigorating exercise sent 
the boys and girls home brimful of life and 
energy. The Park itself is vastly improved ‘ 
by its mantle of snow. The broken pave-. 
ments and neglected walks are now hidden be- 
neath the artistic work of Nature’s own land- 
scape gardener, and the work is a great im- 
provement over any produced by the. Park 
Commissioners for some years, 

The indications at midnight were that the. 
first day of the new year would be bright and 
bracing and just the kind of day to be thorough- 
ly enjoyed; not too cold, but just far enough 
removed from warm to keep the streets from 
getting sloppy.

BLOCKING THE ELEVATED. ROADS. 
TRACKS SLIPPERY AND ENGINES , FROZEN’ 
UP—HALF-HOUR , AND HOUR DELAYS, 

On both the New- York:and the Metropol- 
itan Elevated Railway lines passengers coming 
down town yesterday morning were subjected 
to vexatious delays.. The cars were insufficient- 
ly heated, and shivering and profanity were 
commingled in a most laughable manner. On 
Third-avenue the 8 o’clock train from Forty- 
second-street was delayed for nearly an hour, 
and a block took place which. extended for 
many squares, and involved the inconvenience 


of hundreds of passengers. Meanwhile the de- 

20ts became crowded by people anxious not to 
ose the commission trains, and disorder 
reigned supreme, along the line. In many in-, 
stances passengers got tired of waiting, and 
crossed to Second-avenue, or took the horse 
ears, in order to get down town in time for 
business. At the City Hall station the water 
pipes were frozen, and trains did not begin 
running until late inthe morning. Passengers 
bound for the City Hall had, consequently, 
to walk from the Chatham-square station to 
their places of business or take the horse cars. 
At 8:30 the road was more or less blocked all 
the way from Harlem to the Chatham-square 
station, and trains ran with considerable irreg- 
ularity until from 9:30 to 10 o’clock A. M. 
The trouble was attributed ; to the freezing up 
of the engines during the night, to the slip- 
pery tracks, and to the protracted delays, 
which cooled the pumps of the engines in uso 
nnd seriously interfered with their operation. 
By 10 o’clock these difficulties had apparently 
Leen overcome, and regular traffic was re- 
sumed, . 

On the Metropolitan Road the morning 
hours were marked by similar delays, and it 
was nearly noon before the trains were run- 
ning with the usual regularity. As on the 
Third-avenue, so on this, it was the upper sec- 
tion of the road on which these delays origin- 
ated. The 11 o’clock train was 30 minutes be- 
hind time at all stations beiow Fiftieth-strect, 
and the platforms from that point to Eighth- 
street were crowded with business men anxious 
to get down town. When the train finally ar- 
rived at the Fiftieth-street station it was so 
densely packed that only a few of the waiting 
passengers could be taken on board, and the 
majority had to submit toa further delay of 
from 10 to 30 minutes, Before 12 o’clock, how- 
r, all the stations had been cleared, and 
regularity of transit appeared to be completely 
restored, The cars were, moreover, insuffi-

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IN FIELDS OF ICE. 
PRIVEN SHOALS IN THE LOWER BAY— 
BITTER EXPERIENCE FROM COLD. 
Two vessels went ashore in the Lower 
Bay during Thursday night, and’ another 
grounded yesterday morning. , The lowness of 
the tide, together with the fields of floating 
ice below the Narrows, proved great sources of 
trouble to most of the outgoing and incoming 
vessels, Tho Paulina, a Norwegian;ship of 
1,100 tons, loaded with a cargo of oil, con- 
signed to Rotterdam, was delayed some days 
in sailing owing to » 7‘fliculty in finding proper 
eamen. It was late ihursday afternoon be- 
fore she was towed through the Narrows. 
About 8 o’clock, whuc beiiug towed down tho 
Swosh Channel, in the Lower Bay, she struck 
on the Romer Shoals, and, finding it was im- 
angen to tow her off, the Captain of the tug- 
»0at cast off the line and left her. In afew 
noments the ship began to careen over to star- 
board, and rockets were fired, which brought 
the tug-boat back. ‘The rockets also attracted 
the attention of the steam-ship Old Dominion, 
from Richmond, which was passing up the Bay. 
The tug returned, and, as it appeared dangerous 
for the crew to remain on board during the 
night, the ship was abandoned and the Captain 
and all the men were brought to the City. One 
of the Coast Wrecking Company’s steamers 
was sent to the Paulina yesterday, but at last 
accounts she was still lying fast on the shoals, 
with her head to the east anda heavy list to 
starboard. If the weather should prove favor- 
- able for a few days the vessel may be floated. 
in that event she will en be obliged to 
return aud discharge her cargo before being 
repaired. : . F 
The German bark: Freihart, which sailed 
for Bremen on Thursday, returned yesterday. 
During the evening, while near the upper part 
of the Middic Ground, she was caught in a 
large field of floating ice. Unable to help her- 
self, she drifted with the tide until she grounded 
near the Dumb Beacon. Here she remained 
all night, the ice-fields drifting by without 
floating her. The night was bitter cold and 
peveral of the men were badly frost-bitten.

The steam-ship Gulf Stream, from Wilming- 
ton, N. C., sailed on Christmas day, and on 
the following day encountered a violent north- 
easterly gale, which continued until late on 
the 27th. She labored heaviiy in the uneven 
sea, and a tremendous wave, striking her aft, 
carried away her rudder and rudder-post. She 
was steered by means of her sails into the Del- 
nware Breakwater, where she remained until 
the steamer Florida, of the same line, from 
Philadelphia, for this port, reached wes, 
when the Florida was taken in tow, and the 
two yessels proceeded in the same manner as 
the Victoria and the Volmer several weeks 
since. It was intensely cold on Thursday 
night, and yesterday morning while the two 
vessels were coming up the Lower Bay they 
were caught in a field of ice. The tide was 
running out, and they were carried back some 
distance before the ice could be got clear of. 
Fortunately, neither vessel was driven on the 
Bhoals. 

The steam-ship Western Texas, of Mallory’s 
Line, from Jacksonville and other Southern 
ports, arrived yesterday. She met withsome very 
severe weather while coming up the coast, and

TROUBLES :WITH THE MAILS. 

Superintendent ‘Jackson, of : the Railway 
Mail Service, reports that there is still very 
much embarrassment and delay in the trans- 
mission of mails owing to the late severe snow- 
storms. . The most of the mails arriving in this 
City yesterday ‘by trains fromthe North, 
South," East, and West were  be- 
hind ‘time from two to~ four hours.

REPORTS OF CONTINUED _COLD WEATHER—

A WATOHMAN’S QUEER STORY.

BOUND AND GAGGED BY BURGLARS—A SAFE 


BROKEN OPEN. 


Henry Stackler, a watchman employed by a 
number of business firms whose offices are situated 
in the vicinity of the Washington-avenue bridge, 
told a rather startling story in the Fifth Precinct 


Station-house, Brooklyn, at an’ early hour yester- 
day morning. Among the offices which Stackler is 
employed to watch is oue attached to the Walla- 
bout Mills and grain elevator, of which 
Mr. John. A. Beyer . proprietor. About 
8 o’clock on Thursday evening Stackler 
examined the door of Mr. Beyer’s office 
and found it was not locked. Entering the office 
to ascertain whether any of the employes yet re- 
mained at work, Stackler was, he says, seized by 
four men, gagged, and seated in a chair, to which 
he was firmly bound with stout ropes. The men 
were masked. One of them presented a revolver at 
the watchman’s head, while the others wont coolly 
to work at the office safe. They drilled holes in it 
and filled them with blasting powder, but nearly 
four hours were consumed in getting off the 
outer door, At length, however, the burgiars suc- 
ceeded, but found only some papers of no value 
tothem. The money was in an inner compart- 
ment of the safe. An attempt was made to get it, 
but the door resisted all tne efforts of the thieves 
to break itopen. At midnight the burglars left 
Stackier still bound and gagged in the chair. The 
masked men had taken his watch and’ revolver, 
and also a revolver belonging to one of the clerks, 
which was lying on a desk. After struggiing for 
some time Stackler managed to free himself. He 
then went out and rapped with his cluh for asgist- 
ance, which speedily arrived in the person of Offi- 
cer Ward, of the Fifth Precinct. 

Sergt. Bunce and Mr. Beyer, who was sent for, 
subsequently examined the office, and found the 
safe open and looking asif it had been opened in 
the manner described by the watchman. Stackler 
could not give atiy accurate description of the

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LOOKING FOR A MURDERER. 
THE MAN WHO KILLED, JOHN PHAIR SUP- 
POSED TO BE IN THE CITY. 

John Phair, a barber, of Fort Edward and 
Glon’s Falls, N. Y., was on Monday night shot and 
killed in his shop at Glen's Falls, and John B.,Mayo, 
who was formerly employed by him, and who on 
Monday afternoon was turned out of a barber's shop 
at Fort Edward, which he had .leased from Phair, 
on chattel mortgage proceedings, is suspected of 
being the murderer. The district Police, and those 
of Albany, Troy, Saratoga, and Plattsburg hunted 


for Mayo after the murder, but found no trace of 
him: He was described as 5 feet 9 or 10 inches 
high, 145 pounds in weight. swarthy and black mus- 
tached, and wearing a light mixed colored over- 
coat. Thursday night a man who. answered 
this description went to George Cappell’s 
restaurant, No. 351° Bowery, and _ ordered 
a meal. While eating it he attracted the 
attention of James M. McKee, the Cashier, and said 
he was a murderer. McKee mado fun of the cus- 
tomer, and told him he was drunk.’ The man in- 
sisted that he was sober, and resting his elbows on 
the table at which he sat, remained for some time 
as if in deep meditation. McKee, whothought he 
was asleep, shook him by the shoulder and re# 
quested him to seek another lodging-house. The 
man grumbled. said he was not asleep, and began 
again to eat. He soon rested his head on his hands 
as before, and McKee repeated his order. Then 
the customer renewed his assertion that he was a 
murderer, and in reply to McKee said he had killed 
@-man not far from Saratoga a few days ago, 
because he was mad. McKee attempted to get 
more definite particulars of the murder, but 
the self-confessed murderer became angry when 
cross-questioned, and, jumping from his seat, he 
put his hand to his hip and said, “ I've killed one 
man and have the toods here to kill another.” Then 
he pulled a slouch’ hat over his face, left the 
saloon, and walked quickly down the Bowery. 
McKee shortly after happened to pick up a 
newspaper which contained an account of the 
murder of Phair, and he informed the Police. He 
visited Inspector Dilks, and a general alarm detail- 
ing the occurrenee in the Bowery restaurant, and 
calling onall precinct commanders to look for 
Mayo was sent out. The Police believe that the 
man who talked to McKee was Mayo for whose 
arrest a reward of $1,000 is offered.

A RETROSPECT OF HIS CAREER AS A NMINIS-; 


TER IN BROOKLYN. 
Owing. to the extreme cold and, possibly, to 
the fact that preparations for New Year’s receptions 
.engaged their attention, many of Mr. Beecher’s par- 
ishioners missed, last evening, a very interesting, 
though exceedingly brief, Friday night discourse. 
After reading and prayer by one of the brethren, Mr. 


Beecher said he should take the opportunity to give. 


a short retrospect of his career as a minister in 
Brooklyn. When he;came among them: there 
was only one Congregational, «hurch where 
now there was a_ corsiderable number of 
flourishing ones. He traved, step by step, the 
progress of Congregational polity in Brooklyn 
from the foundation of the. church over 
which he had so long presided to that of the Clin- 


ton-Avenue Church, one of the youngest of them!’ 


all. His only living seniorin the’Congregational 
polet in rocklyn—though not his senior 
mn years—was' the” Rev. «Ur. © Storrs,. who 
was already settled over a. Brooklyn. congre- 
gation when he entered upon his « duties,’ 
and had served long and faithfully in the cause to, 
which he had devoted his life and talents. - He 
hoped that the life and health of Dr. Storrs might 
be spared yet for many years to the people to 
whom he had so long ministered. Mr. Beecher 
then referred, one after another, to the distin- 
guished ministers who had been removed by death 
since his ministry commenced. He recalled the 
career of the Rev. Dr. Skinner, and the fact 
that the daily press first began to report 
sermons during Dr. Skinner’s ministry. 
He spoke of the blameless life and eloquent dis-! 
courses of the Rey. Dr. Dewey. Unitarian, now: 
gone, and of the great scholarship and intellectual 
power of the late Dr. Adams, whose voice had, 
within the past year, been hushed in death. From 
these he passed to the career of the Rev. Dr. Edwin 
H. Chapin, whose funeral, he had, he said, attended. 
There was represented‘at the altar every orthodox 
denomination in the City of New-York, and each 
by its ablest men. Mr. Beecher then paid 
an eloquent tribute to the life and public services 
of the great Universalist orator, substantially re- 
peating his discourse at the funeral. He pre- 
sumed, he continued, thatno man was. turther 
from any belief in Universalism than the Rev. John’ 
Hall, and yet hé, too, was among those who paid the 
tribute of their presence to the career of the dead. 
Mr, Beecher and Dr. Chapin had been together, 
upon a@ sea voyage on one occasion some years ago 
for 21 days. and he had learned to love and honor 
the man and to admire his sincerity and steadfast- 
ness in the cardinal truths of the Bible. Such men 
did not belong to ary denomination, and their lives 
serve to show how little stress ought to 

upon mere schedules of doctrine, and how vital’ 
and important it was to live one’s life according to 
the example and precepts of the great Exemplar.

Croft undertakes to disprove, that Henry V., 
when Prince of Wales, was committed to 
prison for a gross contempt of court, com- 
mitted in facte curice, redeems it from ob- 
scurity and gives it rank as an exceptionally 
interesting specimen of early English litera- 
ture. From a linguistic point of view ‘‘ The 
Governor”’ is almost a connecting link between 
the English of the time of Chaucer and the 
English of the time.of Sir Francis Bacon. 
The present volumes do the amplest justice 
to a work which was written to teach English 
monarchs how to behave and govern, and will 
be found quite as entertaining to the students 
of social life as they are useful to the students 
of the English language.

It should also be 

remembered that his hands were tied by such 

un interpretation of the law, as must, until 

the Legislature gives relief, render independ- 

ent action by the Mayor in, the conduct of 

local affairs next to impossible. 


‘The. Superintendent.of the Census has 
made an approximate statement of the pop- 
ulation of all the: States and Territories and 
of the cities ofthe country having more 
than 30,000 inhabitants. Though this is not 
a final statement of the revised footings, it 
will not vary, materially from the actual 
figures of the completed census. It shows 
that our aggregate population has advanced 
from 38,555,983.in 1870 to 50,152,559. The 
number of States having over a million in- 
habitants has risen from 15 to 19, but there 
is no. change in the relative position of the 
first eight, which are New-York, Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, ‘Illinois, Missouri, In- 
diana, Massachusetts, and Kentucky. 
lowa has risen from eleventh place 
to ninth, Michigan from thirteenth 
to tenth, Texas from nineteenth to elev- 
enth, Tennessee has ;fallen from ninth to 
twelfth, Georgia has!dropped from twelfth 
to thirteenth, Virginia from tenth to four- 
teenth, North Carolina from fourteenth to 
fifteenth, Wisconsin from, fifteenth to six- 
teenth. The four Statessthat have passed 
the million line in the tenfyears are Texas, 
Alabama, Mississippi, ‘and New-Jersey. 
The number of cities having more 
than 380,000 ; inhabitants has increased 
from 36 to 64. Thegnumber having over 
100,000 is 20, against in 1870. New-York, 
Philadelphia, and Brooklyn hold their rela- 
tive position;at the head. Chicago has risen 
from fifth, place to,fourth, and St. Louis 
has fallen’ from fourth to sixth. Boston 
has come up from -vseventh to fifth, and Bal- 
timore has dropped, from sixth to seventh. 
Cincinnati continues!to hold the eighth posi- 
tion, and San Francisco takes the ninth, 
crowding New-Orleans from that to the 
tenth. ‘Those which have passed the 100,000 
line in the tenyears are Cleveland, Pittsburg, 
Jersey City,,Detroit, Milwaukee, and Provi- 
dence. 


‘ Although last year can hardly be reck- 
®ned a prosperous one in Great Britain, the 
London. Times is able to say that ‘‘ the year 
1880 bias been one of solid business in most 
directions and of foolish speculations in very 
few!’’ Of promiscuous lending to countries 
like Egypt, Turkey, and Peru, the English 
capitalist has evidently had enough, and 
cdubious/schemes of speculative investment 
at home are only beginning to claim any 
share of public attention. But the remark 
of the Times about the greater advance of 
thesspeculative movement in France and the 


United States does. not show greater financial 
stability in Great Britain; it merely illus- 
trates the slowness of financial recovery. 
The enormous amount of capital awaiting 
productive investment in England will, with 
the growing restoration of confidence, act as 
a very powerful stimulus to the speculative 
movement which, the Zimes admits, has 
just begun, and the sources from which 


England derives her increase of wealth ne- 
cessarily tend to make the advance toward 


over-confidence and reckless speculation a 
very rapid one. Both France and the United 
States, from either of which danger is appre- 
hended to the commercial stability of Eng- 
land, have a financial ballast in the shape of 
the accumulated savings of agriculturists 
which is more than ever wanting in the 
United Kingdom, 
EE 

It is a. curious commentary on modern 
European progress that the first symptoms 
of a country’s desire to advance should take 
the form of a demand for more armaments. 
Tested by any of the standards of civiliza- 
tion, the condition of Spain is a decidedly 
poor one, but it is so mainly because of the 
obstinate indolence of the national character 


‘{,and the hopeless corruption of national ad- 


‘ministration. Spain needs more energy, 
more capital, a less barbarous revenne sys- 
tem, and something deserving the name of 
public conscience. What she does not 

is more naval and military re- 
sources, though these are set forth in 
the King’s speech at the. opening of 
‘the Cortes as the things most needful to en- 
able her to reconquer the position which she 
once held among the nations of the world. 
Nobody wants to deprive Spain of the slen- 
der remainder of her Asiatic or American 
possessions, and she is not likely ever to be 
strong enough to recover the possessions she 
has lost. If the recommendation of an in- 
crease of naval and military force on the 
American and Asiatic stations is intended as 
a defensive measure, it is puerile; if a 
menace, it is idiotic. 

Controller CAMPBELL is driving his new 
.broom with great vigor through the depart- 
‘ment in which his predecessor declared 
there was no room for either retrenchment 
or reform. It need not be assumed, how- 
ever, that the Finance Department, under 
KELLY, was either exceptionally corrupt or 
uniquely extravagant. The saving of one- 
fifth of the annual salary-list, which will be 
the probable result of Mr. CAMPBELL’S 
changes, could be effected in many other 
‘portions of the City Government with equal 
ease and equal benefit to the efficiency of its 
administration. There are many hard-work- 
ing, and not over-paid, men even in the 
bloated clerical force of the City offices and 
courts, but the preponderance of drones at 
high salaries serves to demoralize the entire 
service, and to lower both the capacity and 
willingness of men from whom thorough 
work could be obtained. The tax-payers of 
New-York could afford to pay very hand- 
somely for some more new brooms of the 
Campbell pattern. 


THE OLD YEAR AND THE NEW. 


So far as our own country is concerned, the 
new year opens with the most cheering aus- 
_pices. The twelvemonth past has been one 
of exceptional prosperity, and in its contrast 
with the Jong period of depression has ap- 
peared to give ground for the prevailing 
confidence in an era of renewed advance- 
ment. The census returns tellus that we have 
attained a population of over 50,000,000; the 
tide of immigration has set in with new 
vigor, and, shows a better quality than that 
of former times; trade statistics indicate a 
large increase in the activity of both do- 
mestic and foreign commerce; the credit of 
the country stands higher than ever before 
in its history, and bids fair to be perma- 
nently established; internal disorders which 
so long distracted much of the Southern 
;section of the Union have subsided, and 
‘though they have-been replaced by shocking 
‘violations of the principle of free elections, 
‘there are indications of a promising improve- 
ment in the general sentiment and condition 

of the people. 

The notable events of the year in the Unit- 
ed States have been of a political character. 
The Democratic Party had by its control in 
both houses of Congress failed to make a 
record on which it. could reasonably ask the 
support of the people. It could point to no 
measures of importance which it had origi- 
nated or supported, and no definite policy 
which it was , prepared to carry out for the 
benefit of public interests. On the contrary, 
it had,spent its efforts in abortive at- 
tempts to emasculate the national  elec- 
tion laws or to defeat their enforcement, 
in endeavoring to provide a method of 
counting the Electoral votes which would 
place the result of the election at the mercy 
ofa partisan majority, and in unprofitable 
bickerings. It entered upon the Presidential 
canvass without a record calculated to in- 
spire confidence, without a platform based 
upon any consistent body of principles 
which the party could be depended 
upon to support, and with a candi- 
date whose name had no vital significance. 
Its leaders hoped to hold their followers to- 
gether and to win support by a canvass of 
negations and vague promises founded on 
an assumed desire for a change. The can- 
vass on their part was further characterized 
by disreputable shifts and tricks in man- 
agement, which alienated the support of 
thinking people.’ The Republicans, on the 
other hand, had a record which would 
bear scrutiny, a position on the vital 
questions of the time which gave promise of 
stability and improvement in administration, 
and a candidate of experience and un- 
questioned ability in statesmanship. Though 
the canvass was one of much excitement 
and some uncertainty, the result justified 
a firm reliance on the sound sense and cor- 
rect instincts of the people. The rem- 
nant of the honorable Administration 
of President : Hayes is not likely to be 
characterized by any striking event. If 
Congress provides for refunding the 
bonds of the Government which fall due 
this year, and makes the necessary appropri- 
ations for the next fiscal period, little more is 
to be expected of it in the way of important 
action. To the new Administration and the 
next Congress we may look with confident 
expectation for the final settlement of old 
controversies and a judicious conduct of na- 
tional affairs. Unless present signs should 
prove disappointing, we are likely to enter 
‘upon a period of progress and internal peace 


such as the country has not known for 
many years. 

When we look abroad we do not find al- 
together so serene an aspect of affairs. 
Great Britain in the past year has discarded 
the Beaconsfield Government, with its policy 
of bluster and imperial designs, which were 
prolific of foreign troubles and enormous ex- 
pense, but it has not yet got rid of its 
heritage of difficulties. It has been grad- 
ually withdrawing its reckless interference in 
Central Asia, and endeavoring to secure quiet 
on the frontier of India without insisting on 
its scientific character. Its attempt to fol- 
low the Zulu war with a confederation of 
the colonies of the Cape has failed, and it is 
now trying to reduce the rebellious Basutos 
to subjection, while the Boers are threaten- 
ing to re-establish the independence of the 
Transvaal. At home the Gladstone Gov- 
ernment has lost much of the prestige with 
which it came into power by failing ade- 
quately to meet the crisis presented in Ire- 
land. To re-establish order and the reign 
of law in the distracted island, and at 
the same time so reform the iniquitous 


Land laws as to remove all reasonable cause 
of agitation, is a work of difliculty, some of 
the obstacles to which are constitutional and 
beyond the control of the Ministry. The 
House of Lords and the power of the landed 
interest are the chief of these, and 
whatever may be the outcome of the present 
troubles, it is not likely to be a final settle- 
ment of the questions at issue. Everything 
considered, England, in spite of recovery 
from trade depression and the elements of 
prosperity and power which she possesses, is 
likely to have a year of trouble. 

Continental affairs have little significance 
for us as we look back over the year past or 
endeavor to penetrate the probabilities of 
the future. The French Republic has ex- 
hibited its strength in the work of eliminat- 
ing the religious associations which pro- 
fessed allegiance to the head of a Church 
rather than to the Government of the tate, 
and, while there has been considerable shift- 
ing in its councils, the general tendency has 
been toward a consolidation of its institu- 
tions on an enduring basis. In Germany the 
year has been uneventful. Brsmarcx’s hold 
upon power is unrelaxed, though the con- 
stitutional changes for which he asks have 
made little progress. The Socialists are 
quiet, but popular discontent at the burdens 
and restraints imposed by the Government 
is by no means absent. No event before 
the death of the Chancellor or the Emperor is 
likely to be the signal of important changes 
in the Empire. In Russia, tod, there has 
been a Jull during the semi-retirement 
of the *wearied Czar and the milder in- 
ternal administration of Loris ME.t- 
Korr, Turkey is comparatively quiescent, 
but still dallying with the powers by whose 
favor it continues to exist as a European 
State, and the unsettled question of the 
Greek boundary is the only serious source of 
trouble in the East at the moment. Egypt 
is making headway in unraveling its finan- 
cial complications with the help of England 
and France. The only stir in the far East 
arises from the dispute between China and 
Russia as to possessions on the verge of the 
two Empires. 

Reverting to the West, we find Canada 
perplexed with a great railroad project to 
which there is much opposition, disappointed 
in efforts to build up her interests by com- 
parative isolation from the rest of the world, 
and nettled with constant reminders of the 
troublesome fishery controversy. Mexico 
has been strangely quiet and slowly groping 
for a way to develop her latent strength and 
improve her position as a nation. Her 
hopes at present seem centred on a 
closer connection with the great Re- 
public of the North. The war between 
Chili and the United Republics of Peru 
and Bolivia alone disturbs the quiet of 
South America. In that Chili has the 
upper. hand and appears to be pressing on 
to conquest. The Panama and Nicaragua 
canal schemes are still in an _ incipient 
stage, and what is to come of them is mat- 
ter of conjecture only. The year that is 
gone can hardly be called eventful in any 
striking sense. That which begins to-day 
gives no sign of impending changes of 
special note, but what a twelvemonth may 
bring forth it is not given to man to foresee. 
Well will it be for mankind if it is a period 
of public quiet, marked only by peaceful 
progress in the solution of difficulties which 
will beset the nations of the earth until 
universal justice shall prevail. 


AMERICAN £HIPPING. 

Nobody can deny that there has been a 
great decline in the American shipping trade 
during the last quarter of a century. The 
advocates of Federal bounties on shipping 
have taken pains to keep the public well in- 
fornied of the fact, but their statements 
have commonly been of a general char- 
acter. It will be worth while to 
glance at the facts somewhat more 
in detail as they are set forth 
is a review of the condition of our mer- 
chant marine which occupies a dozen pages 
of the annual report of the Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Statistics on the foreign commerce 
of the United States. The decline of our 
shipping appears there in striking contrast 
to the growth of our commerce. Taking a 
period of 24 years together, the falling off is 
surprising. The foreign trade of the 
United States (total imports and ex- 
ports) has increased from $641,604,850 
in 1856 to $1,613,770,663 in 1880, 
There has, of course, been a corresponding 
increase in the tonnage entered at our ports, 
but in that increase we have not shared. 
The tonnage entries of every other nation 
whose ships visit our coasts show an increase; 
American tonnage alone has steadily grown 
less. In 1856 American vessels carried 75.2 
per cent. of our exports and imports. In 
the last fiscal year they carried but 17.4 per 
cent. Judging from the past, this per- 
centage will be still further reduced during 
the present year, for in 1876 it was 83.1; in 
1877, 26.5; in 1878, 25.9, and in 1879, 22.6. 

Foreign ships have not only secured all 
the benefit of the growth in our commerce, 
but have taken from ours part of what they 
formerly enjoyed. British tonnage entered 
here has increased 6,967,173 tons since 1856, 
German, 922,908 tons; French, 208,412, 
while American has fallen off 65,901. Stated 
in dollars and cents, there was a falling off in 
the value of merchandise carried by Ameri- 
can ships from $482, 268,274 in 1856 to $280, - 
005,497 in 1880, while the cargoes transport- 
ed in foreign vessels increased from $159, - 


836,576 in 1856 to $1,309,466,596 in 1880. 
That is, American vessels carried a little 
more than half as much in 1880 as in 1856, 
and foreign vessels carried more than eight 
times as much. 

These figures show at a glance that we are 
practically out of the race in the foreign 
carrying trade. But there has been an 
equally melancholy decline in the shipping 
engaged in the internal and _ coastwise 
domestic transportation. The tonnage em- 
ployed in this way, which is, of course, ex- 
clusively American, fell from 8,298,489 in 
1874 to 2,637,685 in 1880, notwithstanding 
the large growth in our inter-State commerce 
in that period. A considerable decrease 
is to be noted in the total tonnage 
built on the Atlantic and Pacific sea- 
board, on the Mississippi, and on the great 
lakes during recent years. This is most 
marked on the lakes, where from 1866 to 
1870 the building amounted to 214,333 tons, 
against 74,499 for the five years from 187 
to 1880. This shows at once the effect of 
the competition of the railroads with the 
water lines. Like foreign shipping, our 
railroads show a rapid growth. In 1860 
there were 30,635 miles in operation in the 
country; on the 1st of January, 1881, 
taking Mr. Epwarp ArTKINSON’s figures, 
there will be 97,591. Notwithstanding 
large reductions in transportation charges, 
the gross earnings of the railroads of the 
country increased from $130,000,000 in 1861 
to $403,329,208 in 1871, and again to $529,- 
012,999 in 1879. The ship tonnage em- 
ployed in the domestic trade of the United 
States amounted, on June 30, 1880, to 2,637, - 
685 tons, while the capacity. of all the 
freight cars of the country is estimated at 
7,100,000 similar tons, of 100 cubic 
feet of space. Even the great water- 
ways which traverse the continent 
are unable to hold their own against 
the railroads. St. Louis shipped 6,948,794 
tons of freight by rail in 1879 and only 
1,366,115 by water, and the difference repre- 
sented by the money value is still greater, 
for only the coarsest and least valuable 
freight goes by water. I’rom the great 
agricultural regions of the North-west there 
are competing routes by rail and by water 
to the Gulf and to the Atlantic sea-board, 
and in both directions the railroads have 
practically superseded the water routes, 
This fact has an evident bearing on such 
enterprises as the construction of jetties at 
the mouth of the Mississippi River. 

As to internal traffic, we have simply re- 
placed one means of transportation by 
another, better and, all things considered, 
cheaper. There is, therefore, no occasion to 
regret that every year fewer and fewer 
schooners are built so long as the railroad 
shops are turning out locomotives and 
freight cars in increased numbers. The 
decay of our foreign shipping trade is a dif- 
ferent matter. It touches at once our pride 
and our pockets. If we could put ships upon 
the sea and man them as cheaply as England 
a great field for the profitable employment 
of capital and of men would be opened up, 
and our vast natural resources for ship- 
building and navigation would become pro- 
ductive. But this cannot be done by ship- 
ping bounties. If ship-building in America 
is a losing business, the use of the peopie’s 
money to create factitious profits will not 
make it a paying one, for it will be the 
Government, not the business, that pays. 
And while ship-builders and ship-owners 
are casting about for some means to convert 
actual loss into seeming profit by act of Con- 
gress, they may not find it unprofitable to 
study those portions of Chief NiaMo’s re- 
port which relate to the growth of our in- 
dusiries and agriculture. It may strike 
them; as it will most other people, that 
while there are so many other forms of 
enterprise in which capital and labor will 
yield legitimate returns, it is hardly worth 
while at present to enter into competition 
with foreign rivals in a field in which they 
have every advantage. 


THE POOR AND THE COLD. 

The cold weather is undoubtedly the 
greatest enemy which the poor in New- 
York are forced to encounter. Want of 
food can be made up by chance charity, 
or the kindness of neighbors, or even by 
begging, but when a needy family, in some 
chilly basement or windy attic, with thin 
clothing and scanty bed-covering, feels the 
cold of such a night as two or three during 
this week stealing in at every crack and 
crevice, the last fragment of coke or picked- 
up cinders burned up, there is nothing for 
it but a steady contest for life during the 
long hours of the darkness. Neighbors 
cannot® help, and there is little of 
stored-up vitaiity to resist this un- 
seen and fatal enemy. The death- 
rate rises among the lowest class during 
such weather as we have just had, and there 
is besides a sapping of health and weakening 
of the constitution and keen suffering of 
which sanitary reports say nothing. The 
children of the poor, with their thin gar- 
ments and often bare feet, are the most piti- 
able objects of all during such an arctic sea- 
son. In this season of great prosperity it 
surely becomes the benevolence and wealth 
of New-York to see to it that this terrible 
‘‘snap’’ of cold does not occasion the wide- 
spread human suffering which it usually 
does, and to make New Year a little less 
gloomy than it would naturally be to the 
shivering multitudes of women and children 
in the tenement houses. 

But charity must be wise and careful, or 
it will merely plant new poverty and create 
pauperism instead of present suffering. One 
of the first and most obvious wants in such 
bitter weather is the relief of the homeless 
poor. Of these there seem, from the Police 
and charitable reports, to be some 600 adults 
and, say, 650 children every night through- 
out the City, or in the course of the year 
about 13,000 different children, and prob- 
ably as many grown persons. The children 
are abundantly cared for, sheltered, fed, and 
taught in the various boys’ and girls’ lodg- 


ing-houses of the Children’s Aid Society. 


Those who would assist this class more 
directly should visit these houses and aid 
the needy cases personally. There is no 
necessity now for any orphan or unpro- 
tected or street-wandering child in New- 
York suffering from exposure or home- 
lessness. The adult class are not so well 
provided for. They are obliged to take 
refuge in the Police stations, and must asso- 
ciate there with.the most abandoned men 
and womn, and fare very hard. There is 
much needed in New-York a class of cheap

or agooms for the shelter of adults cor- 
respo g to the ‘‘ Night Refuges’’ of Lon- 
don. The experiment of a night shelter, 
made a few years ago in the Eleventh 
Ward by certain philanthropic ladies end 


gentlemen, revealed a sad state of poverty 
and homelessness among the deserving poor. 
Mr. Suierrettn’s charity in Prince-street, 
where poor and homeless young men and 
adults are sheltered and receive a little food, 
but are required to work for it, is founded 
on true principles, and ought to succeed. 
For this shelter and a house founded by the 
Young Men’s Christian Association in the 
Bowery tickets can be purchased and dis- 
tributed to the homeless or hungry poor in- 
stead of gifts of money. 

In the general distribution of alms at this 
season a practical method is the purchase of 
coal at wholesale prices, and selling it with- 
out profit among poor families known to the 
well-to-do. Certain coal-yards will some- 
times undertake this as a charity, or for a 
small compensation. The ‘‘loan associa- 
tions’’ do a vast deal of good at such a 
season as this in advancing means to 
worthy families to tide them over the Win- 
ter. Much good, too, can be done by indi- 
vidual families in employing poor women 
whom they know as ‘‘chore-women”’ at 
extra work about the house, or in making 
up clothing for the poor. Wherever possi- 
ble, work should be connected with alms. 
Among the public means of distributing 
alms the best is the machinery of that old 
and respected Association for Improving 
the Condition of the Poor, at No. 49 Fourth- 
avenue. Still another and equally useful 
method is the placing money in the hands of 
the teachers of the various industrial schools 
of the City. Probably some 20,000 children 
of the lowest poor come more or less directly 
under the influence of these devoted labor- 
ers of humanity. They know thoroughly 
the families whom they would 
and their alms have the immense 
advantage of being connected with educa- 
tion and industry, so that no paupers are 
trained by an unwise benevolence. The 
head-quarters of these various schools are at 
the offices of the Home of the Friendless 
(No. 29 East T'wenty-ninth-street) and the 
Children’s Aid Society, (No. 19 East Four- 
teenth-street,) and donors can there obtain 
their addresses, and then visit the schools 
and select families most deserving of assist- 
ance. Itis very much to be desired that 
the City and the Commissioners of Charity 
should not go extensively into alms distribu- 
tion.. The public ‘‘ out-door relief” of New- 
York has been a scandal and shame in past 
years. Even the distribution of coal was 
connected with much corruption, and 
made often to very undeserving per- 
sons. The charities of the City had 
better be left mainly to private 
associations and to individuals. Then the 
greatest safeguard against poverty and want 
exists, especially this Winter, in an immense 
demand for labor and great manufacturing 
and commercial activity in this City. The 
poor are employed as_ they never were be- 
fore, and the prosperity of the business 
classes finds its Way through all classes. But 
there still are found tue exceptions usual to 
a large City: The widow suddenly left with 
a large family, the sick and helpless, the or- 
phan and homeless, those thrown out of work 
by misfortune, and the great crowd who, in 
the best of seasons, can barely keep above 
water. These all claim and will receive 
from the benevolence of New-York the 
charitable consideration which the unfortu- 
nate of this City have always received from 
the fortunate.

THE WEATHER. 

The oldest living inhabitant was probably 
frozen some time during Wednesday night 
last, for on Thursday the cold was unex- 
pectedly tempered to New-Yorkers by the 
complete absence of the aggravating meteor- 
ological statements which the oldest inhab- 
itant always hastens to make whenever we 
have enough weather to form a topic of con- 
versation. It was, therefore, freely said by 
everybody on Thursday that New-York had 
never known as cold a day, and that for 
once Manitoba bad sent out the very coldest 
weather that has ever been manufactured in 
that infamous locality. 

The {thermometer, or rather a careful 
average of the assertions made by a score of 
different and always differing thermometers, 
proved that early on Thursday morning the 
mercury had really fallen below zero. It 
rose somewhat during the day, but in the 
evening great suffering from cold was caused 
in a prominent up-town hotel by a rumor 
that the thermometer had reached 7° below 
zero. Fortunately, it was afterward dis- 
covered that this was’a mistake and’ the 
temperature was really 7° above zero, on the 
discovery of which people immediately be- 
came comparatively warm and comfortable. } 

Never has New-York known so many 
frost-bitten ears and toes as were brought 
tothe hospitals during Thursday. People 
who had incautiously left their toes, ears, or 
fingers in the open air while waiting on the 
street corners for cars or. stages found that 
these useful members were frozen stiff, and 
were compelled either to hurry to the hos- 
pital or to beg casual strangers to rub them 
with snow. In addition to freezing, pedes- 
trian New-York fell down to an alarm- 
ing and wholly unprecedented extent. 
We have frequently had weather that 
was more or less slippery, but the 
weather of Thursday was rather more 
slippery than glass covered with oiled 
orange peel. Probably one-sixth of the peo- 
ple on any average mile of pavement were in 
the act of constantly falling down or picking 
themselves up. The sharp crack of break- 
ing legs and arms could be heard everywhere, 
and it is estimated that on Friday morning 
at least eleven hundred persons took their 
breakfast in a standing position and used 
language of an uncomplimentary nature in 
reference to the inventor of those cruel vault- 
covers studded with iron knobs which lie in 
wait for some victim to sit violently down 
upon them in weather like that of Thursday. 
» The snow was notin the least soft and 
fleecy. On the contrary, it was as hard and 
far more angular, than grains of sand. It 
struck the wayfarer in the face and wounded 
him as with bird-shot, and it got into his 
eyes and nearly blinded him. No one, out- 
side of the Arctic regions, could have imag- 
ined until they tried it the pain which a 
sharp snowflake lodging under the eyelid 
could produce. In vain did the sufferer 
hold his eye over the fame of a candle—as 
recommended by the Faculty in Greenland—

in order to melt the flake. It refused to 
melt, and in most cases had to be taken out 
with the help of surgical instruments. 

The elevated railroads had a rare oppor- 
tunity for proving their usefulness. In the 
morning and late in the afternoon they 
afforded much amusement and help to our 
freezing citizens. For the small sum of five 
cents, a man could stand for half an hour on 
the platform of an elevated station, observing 
the force of the wind and watching trains so 
full that no more passengers could enter 
them glide by him. When he had sufficiently 
amused and improved himself in this way, 
he could descend to the street and be reason- 
ably sure of finding a seat in the horse cars. 
Thus New-York discovered that in exces- 
sively cold weather the use of the elevated 
road is to make room for passengers in the 
horse cars, and fortunate people who learned 
this lesson went home blessing the inventor 
of the one and two-legged roads, 

Few people were so rash or unfeeling as 
to pretend that they enjoyed the weather. 
The wretch who, when you are freezing, 
tells you ‘‘ this is fine, healthy weather, just 
what the crops need,’’ did not have the 
courage to outrage a frost-bitten and im- 
pulsive people. There were, however, cer- 
tain men who, lost to all shame, did not or 
could not conceal their joy. They carried a 
smile on their lips and thermometers in 
their hands, and when the mercury sank 
half a degree they shouted ‘‘ Hooray !’’ and 
leaped with joy. These men were plumbers, 
and it is crediltfly affirmed that on Thursday 
night the ‘‘ Society of United Plumbers and 
Pirates’ met at a grand banquet, where 
they drank success to VENNOR, and resolved 
to adopt a new schedule of prices, more in- 
human than anything of the kind that has 
yet been known. 

Mr. VENNoR has signally vindicated his 
claim to be a prophet, but if he is wise he 
will not come to New-York to receive the 
congratulations of the public. Those con- 
gratulations might take a form not wholly 
unconnected with sudden and untimely 
bathing in the North River. There is a 
growing feeling that VENnNoR had better 
stop prophesying unless he can prophesy a 
thaw. He may not be responsible for the 
cold wave, but he is too closely connected 
With it in the public mind to render it safe 
for him to come to this City. 

After all, we can congratulate ourselves 
that there were people who suffered more 
than we did. Since Wednesday it is said 
hat the eastern part of Long Island‘ has 
disappeared. No Eastern Long Islander has 
reached this City, and there is an awful ru- 
mor that the trains which the 
Long Island Railroad Company has sent out 
from Hunter’s Point have vanished after 
passing Mineola, and left no trace of them- 
selves or their passengers. Whether Eastern 
Long Island is buried under snow or whether 
it went adrift in the gale of Wednesday 
night and is permanently missing, only time 
can show. At any rate, it has suffered more 
severely than New-York, and we therefore 
owe it a cer tain amount of gratitudeas well 
‘as pity.

It is announced from Alabama that the 
Smith-Warner, or so-called ‘ Conservative’ wing 
of the Republican Party in that State1s preparing 
to press Mr. Warner for a Cabinet or some other 
important position under the incoming Adminis- 
tration. In this connection it is only just to state 
that the announcement might have been expected. 
The gentlemen in question have always been more 
prominent as office-seekers after an election than 
as working Republicans during a canvass. They 
have also had a most unhappy faculty for creating 
strife in the party ranks, and always with the one 
object, as far as could ever be discovered, of giving 
themselves a prominence which because of their 
services they certainly could not have attained. At 
Chicago, during the last National Republican Con- 
vention, they distinguished themselves by grossly 
misrepresenting the colored voters of Alabama, and 
by doing everything in their power to defeat the 
plainly expressed will of the party in that State. If 
such services are to be rewarded, if the Federal of- 
fices in Alabama are to be conducted for the benefit 
of men who, if they do not sympathize with the 
plans of the Bourbons, at least are careful not to 
run apy personal risk by openly opposing them, 
Messrs. Surry and WARNER and their followers do 
well to ask for every consideration. On the con- 
trary, if honest, capable, and faithful men, who 
have in addition done hard, earnest work for the 
cause of Republicanism, are sought for, they will 
most easily be found outside of ** the Conservative 
wing”’ of the Republican Party in Alabama. 
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Certain prominent French Canadians of 
Montreal have taken a decidedly new departure. 
For some time past there has been a growing com- 
plaint that the liquor traffic of that city, which has 
always been large, out of all proportion to the size 
of the place, has been falling into the hands of men 
of the very worst character. To prevent this ten- 
dency the license system appearsto have been 
thoroughly tried, but in vain. Despite what seems 
to have been the utmost vigilance of the authori- 
ties, the drinking-places of the city have not only 
constantly increased, but licenses have been 
granted to men who in many cases have made of 
their taverns resorts for thieves, outcasts, and men 
and women of the lowest character. To prevent 
these evils the English-speaking citizens of Montreal 
have jong been working earnestly, but they had 
begun to despair.of success when, now, suddenly, 
they are promised the best of aid from an unex- 
pected quarter. Some of the most prominent of 
thd French Canadians, a class which has never 
before been known to take a conspicuous 
part in such movements, has organized a 
powerful association, not so much for the suppres- 
sion of the liquor trade asfor the purpose of bring- 
ing it into the hands of respectable men. This as- 
sociation has asked the Excise Commissioners 
not in any case to grant a’renewal of drink- 
ing saloon licenses until the ist of March, it 
being believed that such action will give ample 
time for the investigation and discussion of ali ap- 
plicants. To aid in the work a general committee 
and sub-committees of the association have with 
commendable boldness undertaken the disagreea- 
ble task of aiding the Police in making the neces- 
sary investigations. The movement is in every 
way a sensible one, and deserves the success with 
which it will doubtless be followed. 
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Modern comets are very shabby affairs. No- 
body except scientific persons ever pretends to see; 
them, and the most remarkable thing which even 
they dare to affirm about them is, as in the case of, 


| the English Astronomer Royal’s announcement’ 


on Tuesday that they have ‘1 hour, 29 minutes- 
right ascension and 2° north declination.” This 
may conceal very interesting reading when inter- 
preted by the initiated few, but for the many it is 
not nearly so satisfactory information as that re- 
corded of some of the old-fashioned comets. The 
comet of 1528, for instance, was “so horrible and, 
dreadful and engendered such terror in the minds’ 
of men that they died, some from fear alone, others, 
from illness engendered by fear. It was of im- 
mense length and blood-red color; at its unead was 
seen the figure ofa curved arm, holding a large 
sword in the hand, as if preparing to strike. Atthe 
point of this sword were three stars, and on either 
side a number of axes, knives, and swords, covered 
with blood, among which were many hideous hu- 
man faces, with bristling beards and hair.” The 
comet of 1456, too, was so very dreadful that by 
order of the Pontiff Catixrvus WI. ‘“‘Ave Marias’’ 
were repeated three times daily in all the 
churches with the additional words, ‘Ob, Lord, 
save us from the Devil, the Turk, and the Comet.” 
Again, Lucan records that the “darkest nights 


were lit up by .,unknown stars. the heavers ap-.4 


peared on fire, flaming torches traversed in all di- 
rections the depths of space; a comet, that fearfal 
star which overthrows the powers of the earth, 
showed its horrid hair.” And when Constantino- 
ple was besieged by Garnas, “‘so great was the 
danger which hung over the city that it was pre- 
signified and portended by a huge, blazing comet 
which reached from heaven to the earth.”’ In one 
respect only are moder: comets at all satisfactory 
—they are followed, considering thei? insignifi- 
cance, by disasters proportionately quite as dread- 
ful as succeeded the old comets. This last comet, 
for instance, is unmistakably associated with the 
Boer rebellion, or the advance on Lima, or the 
new charges against Dr. TaLMacz, or the snow- 
storm, or a d6zen other equally dreadful things, or 
all together. So that it is only left for the scientifie 
persons who discover comets, if they really do dis- 
cover them, to explain why the new and the old 
compare very much as (9 a penny-dip and an elec- 
tric light. 

The photographs of the nebula of Orion 
transmitted by Prof. Henry Draprer tothe Acad- 
emy of Sciences, France, are creditable to Amer- 
ican science in more respects than one. The 
teeble light of nebulous matter, in common with 
that of diffused gases in general. is one of the fa- 
miliar facts of astronomical physics, and one that, 
with telescopic objectives of the ordinary 
construction, has rendered photography of 
nebule hitherto impracticable. To over 
come this defect it was necessary that 
the objective should refract only the rays of the 
violet end of the spectrum, by the action of which 
images are formed upon the sensitive plate, as 
when the light is feeble the visualizing rays only 
serve to blur and confuse the impression, so that 
a good negative cannot be obtained. The prob- 
lem of getting a good negative of nebulous mat- 
ter was thus a very different one from that 
of procuring one of the solar or eyen of 
the lunar orb, since, before it could be successfuily 
executed, and prints from it obtained that would 
be anything more than a mere amorphous blur on 
the surface of the paper, it was necessary to over- 
come certain optical difficulties which have hith- 
erto proved insuperable. The main one of these 
was that, when the light is feeble, in order tosecure 
a good negative, it is essential to suppress 
the visualizing rays, and to construct an objec- 
tive which, for direct stellar observations with 
the eye, would be of no value at all comparatively, 
producing a feeble and umbra-like image, faintiy 
defined, and useless for ordinary purposes, from 
the actinic rays and those lying near them. Al- 
though in taking negatives with the full light of 
the sun this difficulty is not such as to render sp- 
cial precautions necessary, it is the cause of that 
feebleness of definition often seen in photographs 
obtained on a bright day, when the visualizing 
power of the solar ray is at its highest and the 
customer anticipates a brilliant; success. The 
image, under ‘such circumstances, is blurred and 
badly defined, and the operator attributes the fail- 
ure either to insufficient or over exposure, not 
thinking it worth the while to keep in view the 
practical distinction between the visualizing and the 
actinic beam—the former efficient for direct optical 
purposes, and the latter when the image, instead of 
being received directly by the eye, is to be formed 
on a plate prepared with re-agents, and reprinted 
upon sensitive paper. With the small amount of 
light reflected from'nebulew, the visualizing beam 
had to be eliminated altogether in order to procure 
an available negative. This was accomplished by 
Prof. DrarerR in his recent achievement, by the 
assistance of an objective devised by Dr. Lewis M. 
Rurnerrurp, of this City, whose discoveries in 
optical science and in astronomical physics have 
been equally remarkable, and whose observatory 
on Second-avenue is one of the completest private 
laboratories in this country. Dr. RutHerrcrp has 
manufactured, so faras our information extends, 
only two or three of these remarkable 
lenses. One. of them was made to order 
for .the Portwzuese Government, and wou 
for its inventor the decoration of San Ignacio, 
as well as a liberal honorarium. The latter was re- 
spectfully declined and the former gracefully ac- 
cepted as a-‘recognition of merit. A second lens 
possessing the same properties passed into the 
hands of Prof. DraPER at a price of $900, and was 
employed in photographing the nebula of Orion.

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AT THE NATIONAL CAPITAL 


THE CEREMONIES OF THE FIRST 
DAY IN THE YEAR. 
OFFICIAL RECEPTIONS AND THEIR PECULI- 
ARITIES—SECRETARY RAMSEY TO DO 
DOUBLE DUTY—THE PROGRAMME FOR 

THE DAY. 

Wasuineton, Dec. 31.—The first day of 
each year is Washington’s great féte day. 
The public business is entirely suspended, and 
an inexorable custom makes it obligatory upon 
all subordinate officers to call at the residences 
of their respective chiefs. What are known as 
the “ official receptions,’ will begin at 11 A. 
M. to-morrow at the White House, at which 
hoar the President and Mrs, Hayes, assisted 
by several young ladies, will ‘‘receive’” the 
members of the Cabinet and diplomatic 
corps, and the ladies of their respective 
families. These are followed in turn 
py the Chief-Justice and Associate Justices 
of the Supreme Court, Senators and Repre- 
sentatives, officers of the Army and Navy, As- 
sistant Secretaries of the executive depart- 
ments and heads of bureaus, and finally by 
that element which creates all the privileged 
classes that precede it, the people. These New- 
Year receptions at the White House are dull 
and spiritless ceremonies, but, as they are at- 
tended by certain spectacular effects, they al- 
ways attract large crowds. The members of 
the diplomatic corps wear the brilliant court 
dresses and decorations prescribed by their re- 
spective Governments, and are accompanied 


by attachés and Secretaries of Legations, also 
dressed in showy costumes, while the officers 
of the Army and Navy in Washington appear 
in the full dress uniform of their rank. 
The time devoted by the President to receiving 
each class of visitors is very brief, the cere- 
mony consisting in.a mere hand-shaking. The 
members of the Cabinet having paid their 
respects to the President and performed those 
duties at the White House prescribed by cus- 
tom, hurry to their respective residences to 
receive the particular ciass of callers that is 
expected tomake them a visit of ceremony. 
Thus, the Secretary of State must receive at 
ais own house the diplomatic corps, and to- 
morrow, as wine is excluded from the White 
House, Mr. Evarts must ‘stand treat ’”’ for 


’ the tinseled and bejeweled diplomats. In the 


same way the Secretaries of the Army 
and Navy must take care of the crea- 
ture comforts for the veterans of the 
Army and the old salts. of the Navy. 
As Secretary Ramsey is doing double duty, 
being charged with the portfolios of two de- 
partments, the Army and Navy will be able 
to mix their grog to-morrow under the same 
roof and doff their chapeaux to the same 
official head. Leaving the residence of the 
Secretary, the officers of the Navy will visit 
that of the Admiral or other high officer re- 
siding here, while the officers of the Army 
will attend the camp-fire of Gen. Sherman, at 
both of which places good cheer will be dis- 
pensed. In like manner, the subordinates of 
the other executive departments will call on 
their respective chiefs, after which, the ‘* of- 
ficial receptions’’ having been completed, gen- 
eral calling will be in order.

A VACANCY IN THE CABINET. 
@UE NAVY DEPARTMENT WITHOUT A HEAD— 
SECRETARY RAMSEY’S RETIREMENT. 

Wasnineton, Dec. 31.—On Dec. 20 
President Hayes designated Secretary Ramsey 
to perform the duties of Secretary of the Navy 
in addition to those of Secretary of War. The 
appointment was made under the authority 
vested in the President by an act of Congress 
of 1867 intended to enable him to fill a vacan- 
cy in the Cabinet occasioned by death or other 
canse by assigning any other Cabinet officer 
to perform the duties for a period not longer 
than 10 days. Secretary Ramsey’s appointment 
by its terms expired yesterday, and as no 
other appointment has been made the Navy 
Department is at present without a head, and 
® vacancy exists in the Cabinet. A few days 
ago the announcement was authorized that 
President Hayes would reappoint Secretary 
Ramsey every 10 days until the 4th of March, 
or the advent of the new Aduinistration. 
Yesterday, however, the question was raised 
whether the President could legally make a 
second appointment for 10 days, and, 
upon being referred to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, it was décided adversely. The subject 
provoked a long discussion in the Cabinet 
to-day, ard after a critical examination of the 
law the conclusion was reached that the in- 
tent of the statute was simply to relieve the 
President from an immediate embarrassment 
occasioned by a sudden vacancy in the Cabi- 
net, and that the authority to appoint or as- 
sign another member of the Cabinet to perform 
the additional duties for 10 days did not ex- 
tend beyond the one appointment. Under this 
decision of the Cabinet the reassignment 
of Secretary Ramsey from Dec. 30 becomes 
invalid, and the Navy Department is 
left in an anomalous condition, with no Secre- 
tary and no one authorized or empowered to 
act as such, It will devolve upon President 
Hayes immediately to appoint some one to fill 
the vacancy. It was suggested this evening 
that the President might consult the wishes of 
Gen. Garfield, and appoint for the unexpired 
term the probable Secretary under the incom- 
ing Administration. 
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WRITTEN MATTER IN THE MAILS. 

WIPORTANCE OF THE DECISION EXCLUDING 
COMMERCIAL MATTERS FROM ,THIRD 
CLAS8 RATES. 

Wasuincton, Dec. 31.—The decision just 
rendered by the Assistant Attorney-General 
for the Post Office Department, to the effect 
that the Regulation No. 282 (framed by Mr. 
Kirby, private secretary to Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Key, and issued with the approval of the 
latter in 1879,) is contrary to law, and conse- 
quently void and of no effect, has caused some 
sensation among postal officers here, and is 
considered a complete justification of the stric- 
tures contained in the Washington dispatch 
published in THE Tres on the 2d of April last. 
Under the flimsy shelter of the law permitting 
s dedicatory inscription ‘‘on the covers or 
blank leaves” of books and other printed mat- 
ter of the third class without extra postage 
charge, the private secretary assumed to re- 
duce to 1 cent per two ounces the postage on 
bills, invoices, bills of lading, insurance poli- 
cies, prices current, and commercial corre- 
spondence of that sort in general when partly 
printed and partly written—the rate provided 


by law being the same as on letters, 3 cents per 
half ounce—and all Postmasters and others 
who ventured to question this assumption of 
legislative powers on the of the private 
secretary were peremptorily snubbed by that 
lofty functionary. 

The heavy loss to the postal revenues which 
resulted from es action soon be- 
came known to Con , and a resolution was 

calling on the Postmaster-General to 
state by what authority he had reduced the 
rates of postage established by law, to which, 
after considerable delay, the private secretary 
wrote a reply which,in substance, admitted the 
violation of law, and offered asa reason, the 
totally irrelevant fact that commercial papers 
of all sorts were allowed, under the provisions 
of the convention, adopted by the ‘‘ Universal 
Postal Union,” to pass in the mails exchanged 
between the countries composing it at less 
than letter rates, entirely 
that none of those countries pretended to reg- 
wate their domestic postal rates or regulations 


by those of the Postal Union convention. ” 


Stripped of verbiage and sophistry, the private 
secretary’s answer to Congress amounted to 
the bald statement that he had ventured on a 
little private leyislation of his own, fixing pos- 
tage rates in accordance with his own judg- 
ment, (matured by almost a year’s experience 
as a private secretary.) and that he thought he 
had thereby done a good thiug, and ‘‘ deserved 
well of the Republic,”’ ; 

The descent of this solid chunk of wisdom 


into the halls of Congress would appear 
to have had a stunni effect upon that 
body, which has since en no action in re- 
an tothe matter. The annual reports from 
Post Offices of the number of letters, circulars, 
&c., posted during the first seven days of De- 
cember, show that in spite of the universal in- 
crease in business since the last report, the num- 
ber of letters mailed falls far below that given 
in last year’s reports, while the circulars (which 
include the vast quantity of written communi- 
zations which the law—nullified by the private 
secretary—rates as letters) have enormously

CONGRESSMEN’S NOTIONS. 
SOME OF THE BILLS WHICH INCUMBER THE 
CALENDARS OF THE TWO HOUSES. 

Wasuineton, Dec, 31.—Fortunately for 
the country, the introduction of a bill in Con- 
gress does not insure its passage. With the 
calendars burdened with hundreds of bills, 
good, bad, and indifferent, members of the 
Forty-sixth Congress continue to express their 
desires and those of their constituents in bills 
which are introduced only to die and be for- 
gotten. The members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in the Forty-sixth Congress have al- 
ready introduced more than 7,000 bills and 
joint resolutions, and in the same time the 
Senators have introduced more than 2,000. 
Among those which have recently been added 
to the list are a few which have interesting 
peculiarities, without being very sensational 
or important. : 

A bill introduced in the House by Mr. Hen- 
kle, of Maryland, authorizes the Secretary of 
the Treasury to pay to George Calvert, or his 
legal representatives, compensation ‘‘ for his 
boat and slaves lost in the Government service 
during the late war.’’ The sum is not stated. 
Mr. Calvert may get something for his boat, 
but can hardly expeet pay for his slaves, 


Mr. Hubbell, of Michigan, has introduced in 


the House a, bill imposing a duty of at least one 


and a half cents per poet upon ‘all fresh- 
water fish called hard fish, such as white-fish, 
yellow pike, trout, pickerel, bass, and simiiar 
tish, ana a duty of one-half cent per pound on 
all fresh-water fish called soft fish, such as 
blue pickere]l, saugees, white bass, catfish, and 
similar fish imported into the United States. 
that may be caught in Canadian waters.” 
This bill seems to draw some fine distinctions 
in relation to the finny tribe, and its passage 
would probably have a puzzling effect upon 
some of the fishermen who pursue their cal- 
ling on the great lakes. 

In order to encourage settlement upon the 
arid public lands in Dakota, Mr. Bennett has 
introduced in the House a bill which permits 
any citizen to secure 640 acres of such land, at 
$1 25 per acre, after he has sunk an artesian 
well upon it, and obtained a permanent flow 
of water therefrom. The bill containstwo cr 
three pages of regulations for the proper ac- 
complishment of its object. 

The United States Fidelity Guarantee Com- 

any of this city seeks, by a bill introduced 
| Mr. Henkle, of Maryland, incorporation by 
Congress. This company desires to do busi- 
ness of a novel character. It proposes to in- 
sure or guarantee the official bonds or other 
obligations of public officers of the United 
States, and of States in which the company 
ray be authorized to do business, and also ‘‘to 
guarantee faithful performance of duty by of- 
ficers of courts, corporations, and obligations 
fiduciary.”’ The capital stock is not to exceed 
$1,000,0U0. The assets must be invested in 
United States bonds, State bonds at market 
value, or such other securities as may be ap- 
proved by the Secretary of the Treasury, who 
shall hold them in trust for the security of the 
company’s obligations. Provision is made for 
the acceptance of the company’s guarantee by 
courts, judges, or other officers, as sufficient 
security for the bond of any person required to 
give a bond. The company cannot guarantee 
any bond for more than one-tenth of its assets, 
The Secretary of the Treasury is made an ar- 
bitrator whenever the company does not make 
good a United States officer’s defalcation 
within 60 days, and in other ways the company 
is placed under his control. . 

A bill introduced in the House by Mr. Cov- 
ert provides that the salary of the Circuit 
Judges of the second circuit shall be $9,000 at- 
ter July 1, 1881, and thateach district Judge 
in New-York shall receive $8,000, which shall 
include all allowances to him for compensa- 
tion or expenses when holding district or cir- 
cuit courts in the Southern District of New- 
York. 

Senator Brown, of Georgia, has introduced 
a bill appropriating $43,187 50 for the improve- 
ment of the harbor of Brunswick, Ga. In 
this harbor lies Biythe Isiand, where the Gov- 
ernment was induced by Georgia Senators 
just before tbe war broke out to throw away 
nearly $150,000 in buying a swamp on which 
it was said thata naval station could be es- 
tablished. The history of this remarkable 
transaction was given in THE Timus last Sum- 
mer. The Government still owns this custly 
swamp. Perhaps a sale of it would yield a 
few dollars for use in the harbor. 

Mr. Frost, the young member from St. 
Louis, thinks that 50,000 copies of the annual 
report of the Commissioner of Agriculture 
ought to be printed in the German language, 
and has introduced a bill in accordance with 
this view. 

Mr. Coffroth, of Pennsylvania, who will not 
be a member of the Forty-seventh Congress, 
has introduced a bill aimed against nepotism. 
This bill provides that no one who is so unfor- 
tunate as to be the son of a Senatcr, member 
of Congress, of Judge of a United States court 
in any State or Territory, shall be appointed a 
Cadet at West Point or Annapolis; that each 
Cadet shall, before admission, solemnly swear 
allegiance to the Constitution and the national 
Government, and also swear that he intends to 
remain in the service of the United States, and 
does not enter the Academy for the purpose of 
obtaining an education to prepare him for a 

rofession or for business engagements in civil 
Hite; and that each Cadet shall sign articles 
with his parent or dian, stipulating that 
he will remain in the service so long as his 
services are required, and that he shall be dis- 
charged only for cause. Mr. Coffroth’s oppo- 
sition to nepotism has recently been shown by 
his attempt to make his son the clerk of the 
Committee on Pensions, of which he is Chair- 
man. Mr. Coffroth owed his election to the 
course pursued by one Downey, and he there- 
fore gave him the clerkship at the beginning 
of his. term. Having failed to secure a re- 
election, Mr. Coffroth determined to save what 
he could for his family. He discharged Dow- 
ney, and was proceeding to put his son in the 
place, when there was so much complaint in 
the newspapers of his district and elsewhere 
that he cheuged his mind, and gave the place 
toa man named Hoffman. 


THE UTAH DELEGATE CONTEST. 

CHEYENNE, Wyoming, Dec. 81.—Allen 
Campbell, anti-Mormon candidate for Con- 
gress at the late election in Utah, passed 
through here to-day on his way East. He 
says Gov. Murray will decide by Jan. 4 
whether he will give Delegate Cannon a cer- 
tificate of election, the objection being that 
Cannon is an alien and a polygamist. Mr. 
Campbell’s counsel holds that Gov. Murray has 
power to upon the question of eligibility 
as to issuing a certificate of election, and can 
legally give a certificate to Mr. Campbell. 
There will certainly be a contest in the House 
over the seat of the Utah Delegate. Mr. Camp- 
bell is a Democrat, but strongly anti-Mormon.

DESTROYED BY THE FLAMES

ONE OF NEWPORT’S HANDSOMEST 
VILLAS BURNED. 
DESTRUCTION OF THE MATTHEWS VILLA, OC- 

CUPIED BY JAMES R, KEENE--A FEW 
THOUSAND DOLLARS’ WORTH OF PROP- 
ERTY SAVED—LOss ABOUT $100,000. 
Newport, Dec. 31.—The elegant residence in 
Bellevue-avenue, owned by Mr. James R. Keene, 
and known as the Matthews Villa, was destroyed 
by fire early this morning. The alarm was brought 
to the Police station by Mr. Keene’s coachman at 
4:45 o’clock; it had been found impossible to send 
it either by telephone or by the fire-alarm tele- 
graph. Capt. Hammond at once sent notice to the 
Central Office, and an alarm was sounded. The 
firemen responded as promptly as possible. When 
Capt. Hammond anda squad of officers arrived at 
the burning house they found that the flames had 
made great headway. The Police rendered efficient 
service in saving valuable paintings, pictures, 


statues, choice vases, bric-t-brac, furniture, and a 
few valuable Tugs and carpets, which were con- 
veyed to the adjoining greenhouse. The silver was 
removed in safety and taken to the stable, where it 
was guarded by an officer. Mrs. Keene and her fam- 
ily found shelter in the coachman’s quarters in the 
stable, and were subsequently taken to Hartmann’s, 
where they are staying at present. City Marshal 
Read and Capt. Hammond directed the policemen 
and others, and succeeded in saving several thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of valuable property. The fire- 
men were unabie to use the cisterns on the prem- 
ises, for, in addition to their coating of ice and 
snow, they were sodded over, Mr. Keene having 
given up using them after the introduction of city 
water. The delayin getting water resulted in the 
total destruction of one of the finest houses in 
the city. It is the opinion of the fire- 
men that had one hydrant been in po- 
sition the house could have been saved. 
It seems that the occupants of the house vainly en- 
deavored to extinguish the flames before giving the 
alarm. The fire caught from a defective chimney 
or open grate, the chimney being only four inches 
thick. A fine piano was taken out in the rear of 
the house and covered with cloths, but it was ser!l- 
ously damaged, sparks having ignited the covering. 
Mrs. Keene and family lost their wearing apparel, 
but the servants saved the greater part of their 
effects. Nothing to speak of wus saved above the 
second floor, where the fire originated. 

After Mr. Keene bought the estate he refurnished 
it and improved it, expending about $40,000. The 
loss, therefore, ll not be far from $100,000, on 
which it is understood there is an insurance of 
about half thatamount. As the policies were writ- 
ten by New-York agents, it is impossible to give the 
exact amount of the insurance or the names of the 
companies who will be called upon to pay the loss. 
The house, of which only the brick walls of the first 
story are standing, was built about 10 years ago 
for Mr. Nathan Matthews, of Boston, who occupied 
it two or three seasons, when, by reason of financial 
embarrassments, he was compelled to ailow its sale 
at auction. The mortgage was held by the savings 
bank of Newport. It was panes by Mr. Keene 
for $67,500. it cost Mr. Matthews about $120,000 
only a few years previous. It was rented to only 
two persons—Mr. John Jacob Astor and Mr. 
Pierre Lorillard. It was considered one of the 
finest estates in the city. The adjoining green 
houre was in great danger, but it was saved, 
with its $40,000 worth of choice tropical 
plants; but much of the glass is broken and it is 
tound a difficult task to save the plants from frost. 
The house was recently furnished in the most ex- 
pensive manner. Every room on the first floor was 
supplied with choice vases, paintings, &c., while on 
the floors of the principal rooms were several c - 
tures which had been sent here last week by Mr. 
Keene, there being no room on the walis to hang 
them. With one exception the mansion was fur- 
nisbed ina manner far superior to any house in 
the city. Many mementoes from friends on the 
Pacific coast ana elsewhere were destroyed, and 
the loss of such articles can best be estimated 
when it is considered the ruined house was the 
home of the family. 

Mr. Keene, it is expected, will arrive here to-mor- 
row, and will probably remain several days, as Mrs. 
Keene is suffering from a nervous attack produced 
by the shock from the fire. Her daughter, in com- 
pany with Miss Leroy, a New-York lady, visited the 
ruins this atternoon. Mrs. Keene’s many friends 
have been very attentive to her. Mrs. Keene and 
her family have been prominent in ali the society 
events which have taken place here during the 
Winter, and they have taken great interest in 
several local charities.

OTHER LOSSES BY FIRE. 


The Hotel Windsor, at Atlantic City, N. J., 
kept. by M. A. Root, and owned by David Giltman, 
of Philadelphia, caught fire at 6 o’clock yesterday 
morning from a heater in the cellar. The steam 
fire-engine would not work, and as the efforts of 
the firemen were confined to an old hand-engine, 
buckets, and hatchets, the flames soon spread to 
the Dullmore House, kept by J. R. Dull. Both 
buildings were destroyed, together with most of 
the furniture in the Hotel Windsor. Much alarm 
was felt for the adjoining buildings, but fortunate- 
ly there was only a slight wind, and th? fire was. 
confined to the two hotels named. The loss will 
aggregate $40,000. Several firemen had their 
fingers and feet frozen. 


A fire this morning in Philadelphia broke out 
in the four-story brick building in Coomb’s-alley, 
at Second and Arch streets, used as a storehouse 
for paints, varnishes, drugs, &c., and occupied b 
8. P. Wetherill & Co., Berry & Co., and William H. 
Mitchell. The totalloss is estimated at about $20,- 
000, 8. P. Wetherill & Co. have an insurance of 
$7,500, divided among the Phoenix, of Hartford: 
Lancaster, of England; Albany and Metropole, of 
France. C. N. Wetherill has an insurance of $1,000 
in the Citizens’, of New-York, on several thousand 
dollars worth of furniture stored in one of the up- 
per stories. A.C. Stocker has an insurance in the 
American Central, of St. Louis, of $2,000 on house- 
hold goods stored in the same place. m 


A destructive fire occurred at McKeesport, 
Penn., at an early hour yesterday morning, result- 
ing in the total destruction of the Arlington House 
and Patterson's Row, and entailing a loss of $25,- 
060. on which there is a small insurance. Tine 
flames were first discovered in the tinshop of a 
man named Wilson, and spread so rapidly that the 
occupants of the row barely escaped with their 
lives. The fire is supposed to have been the work 
of an incendiary. 


A fire’in Spencer, Mass., yesterday forenoon, 
burned a block owned by L. Bemis, valued at $10,- 
000, occupied as a tenement by himself and as the 
store of W. F. Comins & Co. Mr. Bemis had $3,500 
insurance on his furniture in the Commercial and 
the Merchants’, ot Providence, and $5,200 on the 
building in Newark, N. J., and State of Pennsyl- 
vania. Comins & Co. had $5,000 insurance; their 
loss was total. 


A fire broke out in the picker-room of Haigh, 
Grindrod & Bottomley’s large cotton and woolen

} sterday morning, and the entire structure. with 
ts valuable machinery, was destroyed. A number 
of the operatives narrowly escaped with their lives. 
The loss will exceed $25,000; insured for $20,000. 


A fire jast night at No. 512 Broadway caused 
a loss of $2,500 to Adelson Brothers, manufacturers 
of artificial flowers, who occupied the third floor. 
I. T. Vanderbilt, dealer in ornaments, and Ambach, 
Bargunder & Co., clothiers, who occupied the 
second and first floors, lose about $1,00) by water 
damage. 


A fire occurred last night in Nusbaum & 
Brothers’ hat and cap store, in the Ames building, 
No. 69 South Pearl-street, Albany, which destroyed 
$3,000 worth of stock; insurance, $1,500. ‘The 
building was damaged $1,000; insured. The other 
ooene suffered about $1,000 damage; partially 
nsured. 


A fire at Jackson, Mich., yesterday morn- 
ing, destroyed the Marion House, a two-story 
frame building with four stores on the first floor, 
and the adjoining brick block, containing the 
Jackson City Bank and four stores.

EPES SARGENT. 

Epes Sargent, conspicuous in New-England 
for 40 years as journalist, playwright, and author, 
and whose name is famillar to every school-boy 
and student of declamation, died in. Boston on 
Thursday night. Mr. Sargent was born at Glouces- 
ter, Mass., Sept. 27, 1812. While a mere school- 
boy he accompanied his father on a tour to Europe, 
and made such an excellent impression on the 
Baron Steigcitz, of St. Petersburg, that the latter 
offered to give hima commercial education and 
rear him as the companion of his son. The youth 
declined the offer, and on returning to America 


wrote some sketches on foreign travel for the 
Literary Journal, a paper conducted by 
himself and several other boys of the 
Boston Latin School, where he was 
educated. He afterward entered Harvard Univer- 
sity, where he remained for several years, but was 
not graduated. While there he wrote for his 
brother’s paper, the Collegian. He was fora time 
an editorial writer on the staff of the Boston Daily 


. Advertiser, and assisted the well-known boys’ 


writer, Samuel Goodrich, otherwise known as 
* Peter Parley,” in preparing his tales for juveniles. 
Sargent aiterward wrote for the Boston Atéas, long 
since defunct. He was also the author of many 
lays. As early as 1836 he wrote for the actress 
osephine Clifton a five-act play entitled the ‘*‘ Bride 
of Genoa,” afterward successfully produced at 
the Tremont Theatre. For Miss Ellen Tree 
he wrote the tragedy of * Velasco,’’ afterward 
played to crowded houses in Boston, New-York, 
und Washington, and at a later period at the Mary- 
lebone Theatre, London. While connected with 
the Atlas he was for some time iis Washington cor- 
respondent. In 1839 he removed to New-York, 
where he assisted Gen. Morris in getting out the 
Mirror, and afterward became one of the editors 
of the New Monthly Magazine. He also wrote sev- 
eral more plays, aypons which were “Change 
Makes Change” an “The Priestess’’—founded 
on the opera of *“Norma.”’ He subsequently re- 
turned to Boston, where he became the editor of 


the 7ranscript, a position which he filled from 1844 


to 1853. He was extremely industrious, and, in ad- 
dition to his regular journalistic work, produced 
stories, magazine articles, poems, lives of Hood, 
Campbell, Rogers, Gray, Goldsmith, Benjamin 
Franklin, Henry Clay, and others. He was also the 
author, among other songs, of the very popular 
marine lyric beginning 
“ A life on the ocean wave, 
And a homme on the rolling deep, 
Where the scattered waters rave, 

And the winds their revels keep.” 

He was also the author of “The Calm,” “The 
Gale,” and other sea poems. Finding pure litera- 
ture unremunerative, he took to writing educational 
works and text-books, a series of school readers, 
spellers, and speakers, for the last of which he has 
been most famous and out of which he madea 
good dealof money. In fact he was better known 
and much better rewarded for these than for his 
more original productions. It was well said of him 
that ‘“‘he was wise enough to discover in his prime 
that pecuniary independence was preferable to 
contemporaneous reputation.’’ In later life he 
contributed extensively to the Knickerbocker, the 
Atiantic, and other magazines, besides producing 
such minor works as “ Planchette, the Despair of 
Science,”’ (1869,) ‘‘The Woman Who Dared,” a 
poem, (1869,) and others. Asa writer he was pos- 
sessed of great diligence, talent, and versatility.

LOUIS AUGUSTE BLANQUI. 

The death of Louis Auguste Blanqui, the 
revyolutionist and conspirator, is announced in a 
dispatch from Paris as having occurred on Thurs- 
day night. Blanqui, who was 75 years of age, was the 
most restless agitator that ever rose to the surface 
in the turmoils of French politics. He wasasworn 
enemy to society, yet, singularly enough, was the 
only one of the leaders of the French Socialists 
who was himself thoroughly respectable. Of his 
50 odd years of maturity, 35 were spent in confine- 
ment and 10 in exile. He was twice condemned to 
death, and at the last moment his sentence each 
time was commuted to imprisonment. Of his ca- 


reer a Parisian journal said: ‘ Blanqui will need 
to leave no memoirs behind him; the prison regis- 
ters will be sufficient.” 

Blanqui was born in Paris, in 1805, und was the 
younger brother of Jerome Adolph Blanqui, the 
ee economist, and member of the Society of 

olitical and Moral Sciences. He studied for the 
law, but his love of study was less strong than his 
passion for politics, and at an early age he is found 
affiliating with the most rabid members of French 
revolutionary societies. At the age of 21, while 

et a law student, he underwent his first 
mprisonment—six months—for brawling and 
sedition. A year later he took part in 
the insurrection of Rue St. Denis, receiving 
while mounting the barricade, his first wound, a 
shot in the neck, fired by one of the King’s guards. 
His next prominent appearance was in the revolu- 
tion of 18380, in which he tovk up arms against 
Cherles X., and was again wounded. For his meri- 
torious services he received the famous decoration 
of July. Launching out as the defender of the 
people, he became an active member of the Society 
of Friends of tae People, losing caste with the new 
Government in consequence, and tinding himself 
on trial in 1882 for participating in the ‘* conspiracy 
of the nineteen.”” He defended himself by 
accusing the Government in the most ve- 
hement language of cruelties against the 
small landed proprietors. The result of 
the trial was to lace him in _ close 
confinement for a year. In 1835 he was accused of 
illicit associations with enemies of the Government, 
and of being engaged in a conspiracy to manufac- 
ture gunpowder for revolutionary uses. He was 
found guilty, sentenced to ahother term of im- 
risonment—two vears—and to pay a fine of 3.000f. 

e Was amnestied in 1837. 

Blanqui went beyond the most advanced in his 
radical ideas, and was no sooner restored to liberty 
than he renewed his attacks upon the monarchial 
Government, and formed an organization to carry 
his schemes into effect. The insurrection of the 
Montagnards, with Blanqui and Barbes at their 
head followed, and upon its prompt suppres- 
sion the former was condemned to eath 
—a sentence which was, however, com- 
muted to erpetual imprisonment at Mont 
St. Michel, where, in common with other political 
exiles, he suffered the most barbarous treatment 
at the thands of his jailers. The revolution of 1848 
set him free, and he immediately returned to Paris 
to harass the Provisional Government. One of his 
first acts was to organize the “‘ Central Republican 
Society,”” which had its sittings in the Conserva- 
toire, and was productive of the great popular 
agitation resulting in three days’ insurrection and 
an attempt to dissolve the National Assembly, May 
15, 1848. Blanqui barely escaped with his life. As 
it was, he was hunted down, dragged from his 
place of concealment, and, after a __ brief 
trial, sentenced to 10 years’ imprisonment 
at Belle Isle. He managed to escape 
from his dungeon but was _ recaptured 
and reimprisoned, first at Corte and then at 
Lambesa, the African penal setilement. Although 
a man of delicate health, he survived the hardships 
of captivity, serving the whole of zhe long term 
save the last six weeks, which were cut off by im- 
perial amnesty. In less than a month after his re- 
turn to France he was in exile again, this time for 
dabbling in plots. In the second year of his exile 
he disregarded the mandate which placed him be- 
yond French territory and ventured back to Paris, 
where his incarceration for conspiracy followed. 
After six months in prison he was given a trial, the 
result of which was to return him to his cell for 
months longer, and then, upon bis release, to a 
guard, which conveyed hinyto the frontier. Again 
he was an exile, this time for a period of eight 
years. 

In 1870 Blanqul was once more in Paris, the edi- 
tor of a journal whose utterances were in favor of 
a red republic, and whose influence no doubt culmi- 
nated inthe Commune. Although he wassaid not 
to have been an active participant in its acts, he 
was considered too dangerous a man to be released 
by the Versaillists, by whom he was captured dur- 
ing that stormy period, although the Communists 
offered in exchange the person of the Archbishop 
of Paris. Thiers was only too pleased when the 
court-martial convened for the trial sentenced 
Blanqui to transportation for life to New-Caledonia. 
He was now an old man, his health was feeble, and 
in consideration of these two circumstances he was 
imprisoned at Clairvaux instead. About a year 
ago, and while still a prisoner, Blanqui was re- 
turned to the French Chamber of Deputies by the 
Radical Republicans of Bordeaux—an election, 
however, which the Chamber refused to ratify. He 
was soon afterwdrd released, an event which 
caused great popular rejoicing in the South of 
France, and since then he has lived in seclusion. 

Blanqui bore no resemblance whatever to the 
popular picture of the French Communist. He 
was mild in manner, his face wore a gentle expres- 
sion, and in speech he showed all the marks of the 
polished and educated gentleman. He was a 
scholar, and asa master of classio literature had 
few superiors. He was a remarkably clear and 
vigorous writer, and among his works are * Eter- 
nity in the Stars,’ which commands the respect of 
astronomers, and a book on military matters, 
which is as accurate asthe work of an expert. 
His great idea in life was asocial change, such as 
should come, not through philanthropic institu- 
tions or bloodshed. but through political reforms, 
and it may be said of him that he clung to his con- 
victions to the end of his days.

ST. LOUIS BROKERS FROLICKING. 

Sr. Louis, Dec. 31.—Business on ’Change 
was entirely suspended at noon to-day, and the 
members wound up the old year in a grand frolic 
of nearly two hours’ duration. This consisted of a 
parade around the hall by a company of maskers,

THE OLD YEAR AND THE NEW. 


—_—__~>--— 
DOINGS HERE AND IN BROOKLYN LAST NIGHT 
—OBSERVANCE OF THE DAY. 

The cold weather last night did not deter the 
usual crowd from assembling near Trinity Church, 
just before the death of the old year, to hear the 
chime-master ring out the old and ring in the new. 
The doorways of steres and offices provided partial 
shelter from the cold, and the most of those within 
hearing of the chimes were occupied long before 
11:30 o’clock. Two or three carriages were drawn 
up tothe curb as well, and the windows were 
lowered until the programme had been concluded. 
Mr. A. Meislahn, Jr., officiated at the levers, and 
rang out a diversified and cheering selection. 
beginning with the changes on cight bells, reaching 
a New Year’s anthem as the year was born, 


and concluding with “ Home, Sweet Home.” The 
chimes rang out grandly in the clear, cold air, but 
the latter part of the programme was not heard to 
advantage, the accompaniment of tin horns, steam 
whistles, screeches, yells, and reports of-fire-arms 
materially interfering with it. The whistles of 
the jelevated railroad engines were perhaps 
the most penetrating of these noisy welcomes, but 
the yell and hornblast of the newsboy carried full 
as much import. That the weather will be all that 
can be wished is assured, and the day will be en- 
joyed to the utmost in the City. New Year's 
calis will be made as more numerously 
than last year. The sleighing will add 
new interest to the occasion. Places of business 
generally will be closed, and the holiday 
will be fully taken advantage of. The Cus- 
tom-house will be open from 9 to 10 A. 
M. for the entrance and clearance of vessels 
only. The Post Office and ail domestic mails 
will close at 10 A. M. All the Exchanges‘ 
and banks and the Sub-Treasury will be closed. 
Mayor Grace will begin his official duties to-day. 
There will be no formal ceremony, The new Mayor 
will reach his office at 11 o’clock, and from that 
time until 1 o'clock he and ex-Meyor Cooper will to- 
coceer receive such friends as care to call upon 
16m. 

The New Year's card issued by the officers and 
employes of the General Post Office this year is 
ne lithographed on fine boards with a 
book fold. On the first page of the cover 
is a serics of pictures of all the New- 
York Post Offices from;1805 to the pres- 
ent time. The back page contains a grouping 
of most of the famous architectural structures 
of the world, including the Roman Colosseum, the 
Palace of the Doges at Venice, the Church of St. 
Peter, the Arc de Triomphe, the Mosque of St. So- 
phia, and the Leaning Tower of Pisa. Above them, 
seated on the clouds, is Columbia, scattering mes- 
sages to all the great capitals of the world.’ The 
inside pages contain a full list of every officer 
in the service of the New-York Post Ofiice. 
The employes of the Railway Mail Division haye 
gotten up acard of their own, which is a unique 
piece of workmanship. It is book folded also, and 
on the inside contains on one page a rural scene of 
a century ago, showing a mounted mail-carrier on 
his weary tramp over a corduroy road. ‘This is 
called ‘Ye Faste Maile of ye Olden Tyme.” 
Beneath it is a railroad mall train, with 
the inscription, ‘‘ The Fast Mail of 1880." The card 
contains the roster of the division employes, and is 
handsomely ornamented with scroll work. The 
distinguishing feature of this card is that it was 
designed, drawn, lettered, and decorated by one of 
the clerks in the office, Mr. William L. Smith, with 
the electric pen. 

Residents of Clermont-avenue, Brooklyn, in the- 
neighborhood of the armory of the Twenty 
third Regiment, were treated to a good deal of 
music last evening. Some of it was harmonious, 
but much of it was not. The regiment had its 
annual “Stag Athletic Racket,’”? and more than 
1,800 young men assembled in the armory to view 
the sports. There were no ladies present. and the 
atmosphere was soon blue with cigars moke. 
The cards of invitation requested ‘every 
gentleman” to “bring a musical instrument,” 
and as nearly every one complied with 
the request the racket was indescribable. 
When the programme of athletic sports was about 
half completed, and during the progress of a spar- 
ring match, ‘the central doors were opened, and 
two elderly gentlemen were ushered with much 
ceremony into the room. The foremost gentleman 
was instantiy mistaken by the audience as 
Gen. Grant, and wild cheering followed while 
the bana played “Hail to the Chief.” 
The second gentieman was supposed to be Gen. 
Burnside. ‘Gen. Grant” lighted a cigar, and scon 
became deeply interested in the games. The dis- 
tinguished guests remained about half an honr, 
and then took their leave, amid loud cheering. The 
Committee of Arrangements was good enough‘ to 
inform the reporters that Capt. Petit and Major 
Frothingham had been masqurading, respect- 
ively, as Gen.‘ Grant and Gen. Burnside. 
The crowd outside the armory followed the Gen- 
erals to the house of Capt. Ferry, without discov- 
ering its mistake. The sports began with a five-mile 
walk, in which there were nine entries and six 
siarters. F. A. Wells, of Company B, the foremost 
of the competitors, was at once nicknamed “the 
Giraffe.” He was tall and lank, and wore close- 
fitting blue trunks and tights). He won the race in 
47:25, against a handicap of 30 seconds. Next came 
a fifty-yard dash, in four heats, comprising 16 
entries. I. W. Blossom, of Company A, and 
J. O. Read, of Company H, had a light-weight 
eee At the end of the three rounds 
the gold medal was given to Read as the best boxer. 
Companies F and K had a heavy-weight tug-of- 
war tor 2a handsome silk standard, which was held 
during the first year by Company K. When the 
limit of 10 minutes expired, Company F's team 
had gained half an inch, and triumphantly bore the 
standard aloft to its quarters. Other contests fol- 
lowed. A ladies’ walk by members of the regi- 
ment in feminine costume, and glees by the Astol-

PROCEEDINGS IN CRIMINAL CASES-—OFFENSES 
REPORTED YESTERDAY. 
BauusTon, N. Y., Dec. 31.—George H. Wil- 
lett, brother-in-law of Phair, who was murdered at 
Glen’s Falis, has been arrested.

That ofticer then put on the 
shackles and took Hill down stairs into the Chief's 
office. They started for Buston at 2:30 P. M.

OFFICE. 
The work done in the civil courts during the 


past year is shown by the following statements: In 
the Supreme Court, Chambers, 15,000 motions were 
heard and decided; Circuit cases tried, 800. There 
are yet 2,800 cases on the general calendar. Busi- 
ness was transacted more rapidlyin the Circuit 
-parts than for several years previously, and issues 
‘joined about a year ago have been tried there. 
“rhe Special Term disposed of 519 cases, and the 


yuumber now on calendar is 437. The General Térm 
heard 414 cases, and there are now 299 on its cal- 
endar. 

In the Superior Court, the General Term decided 
233 appeals; the Equity Term disposed finally of 
vos, referred 10, and 34 others were discontinued. 
‘he Trial Terms got rid of 868 actions, and 188 were 
discontinued. The number of motions heard in the 
Superior Court, Chambers, is stated at 11,467, and 
the number of orders entered there at 9,917. The 
business in the office of the Clerk of the court is 
‘thus stated: Judgments entered, 642; number of 
persons who declared their intezuon to become 
citizens, 2,085; naturalization papers issued, 5,000, 

In the Court of Common Pleas there were 638 
cases on the General Term calendar, all of which 
were called, and 443 of which were heard and de- 
vided. The number of cases on the Jury Term’s 
ralendar was 936. They were allcalled; 518 were 
tried and 144 were otherwise disposed of. Issues 
of fact joined as late as November last were 
tried in December. In the Equity Trial 
‘Term the entire calendar of issues of 
law, numbering 145, was cleared _ be- 
fore adjournment. The business done in the 
Chambers and Special Term is shown by the fol- 
Jowing: Foreclosure actions tried, 35; decrees of 
foreclosure entered, 78; divorce actions heard ana 
granted, 25; orders made and entered, 23,746; liti- 
gated motions heard and decided, 1,373; persons 
admitted to citizenship, 5,402; declarations of in- 
tention, 2,071; names changed, 26; schedules of 
assiknors filed and examined, 209; bonds of As- 
signees approved and filed, 186; orders in assign- 
ment proceedings, 907; decrees in assignment 
proceedings, 153. Total amount of liabilities repre- 
rented in schedules of assignors, $12,087,859; nomi- 
nal assets, $11,204,184; actual assets, $2,816,836. 

The number of judgments entered in the Marine 
Court was 5,270; appeals taken to the Court of 
Common Pleas from the Marine Court, 47; cases 
tried in Trial Terms, 1,967; in General Term, 221. 
Chambers business, contested motions, 3,810; ex 
pasee orders, 10,147; attachments against’property, 
#22; orders of arrest, 442; landlord and tenant pro- 
veedings, 1,401; cases decided, 3,310. Total of or- 
ders and motions, 18,473. The judgments entered 
nggregate $1,366,672 08. Of this sum_ there were 
$161,084 costs. ‘The sum paid into the City Treasury 
by the court was $11,325. 

There were 994 wills offered for probate before 
Surrogate Calvin during the year, of which 62 were 
rontested. Of the total number, 944 were admitted 
to probate and 7 rejected. here are 30 contests 
now pending. Letters of administration were 
granted in 1,941 cases, and in 78 additional cases 
with the will annexed. The Surrogate heard 
und dis; osed of 5,000 special motions, made 
S541 decrees on final accounting, granted 2,440 or- 
ders to show cause and citations, and 2,408 orders 
and decrees, and held court in contested cases 213 
days, and in hearing motions 94 days, besides writ- 
ing 200 opinions. Since April 12, 1876, there have 
een offered before him 4,719 wills for probate, dis- 
posing of at least $400,000.000 of property. Of 
these, 296 wills were contested, including the 
Vanderbilt and Stewart wills, and involving 
over $200,000,000 worth of property. The aggregate 
of allowances to unsuccessful contestants whose 
rontests were adjudged to have been made in good 
faith was less than $50,000, and the entire allowance 
to all the counsel in the various contests, including 
allowances made by consent of parties, was about 
$150,000. 

The report of the business of the District At- 
torney’s office, during the past year, compiled by 
Acting Chief Clerk Ferdinand Dreyer, shows that 
&.246 complaints were received. Of these 3,481 were 
neted upon by the Grand Jury, which found 2,812 
§ndictments. Of the persons indicted 1,887 were 
convicted in the Courts of General Sessions, 282 
were acquitted, 274 discharged, a nolle prosequi 
entered in 274 cases, and judgment suspended in

DEATH RECORD. 


Semi-official statistics of the Health Depart- 
ment and Coroner’s office for 1880 show that for the 
12 months ending at noon yesterday, there were 
27,536 births, 9,002 marriages, and 31,866 deaths. In 
1279 there were 25,573 births, 8,446 marriages, and 
Ba,A42 deaths. Five thousand eight hundred and 
twenty-five persons died in institutions, 7,851 in 
houses containing three families or less, 17,667 in 
houses containing four or more families, 302 in 
hotels and boarding-houses. The following table 
shows the causes of death in New-York in 1880 com- 
pared with statistics for 1879 and 1878:

Eight thousand and thirty-nine children under 1 

ear old died in 1880, 7,571 in 1879, and 7,100 in 1878. 
‘welve thousand and thirty-four children under 5 
years old died in 1880, 12,778 in 1879, and 12,410 in 
1878. In regard to deaths from yellow fever no ac- 
count is taken of deaths at Quarantine and on ship- 
board. ‘There were 52 homicides in 1880; 22 were 
vaused by biows, 10 by cuts,4 by kicks, 7 by 
gun and pistol shot wounds, 1 from a fall from a 
window, 1 by nameless violence, 1 by a fall from a 
cart, 2 by suffocation, 1 by poison, and 2 by strangu- 
lation; the last cases were infanticides. Of the 
deaths by accident, 237 were caused by fractures 
and carelessness and wounds, 158 by vehicles, 96 by 
scaids and burns, 240 by falls, 256 by drowning, 30 
by suffocation, and 1 by lightning. 

The centenarians who died in i880 were Honora 
Noon, aged 102; Caroline Levy, 100; Phoebe Davis, 
103; Bridget McKenna, 101; Anna C. Potier, 100; 
Jane Douglass, 100; Mary McGowin, 100; Michael 
McDonough, 105; Mary Hayes, 103; Martha P. £lli- 
ott, 101; and Ellen Moriarty, 111. 

Of the children born, 27,174 were white and 362 
rolored; 15,712 were males and 13,249 females. Of 
the parents, 18,618 fathers and 16,098 mothers were 
not born in America, and 7,319 fathers and 7.107 
mothers were natives. One mother had given 
birth to 22 children; 1,278 women under 20 years 
old and 2 women over 50 years old were mothers; 
&S men were fathers when they were not 20 years 
‘old, 498 were fathers after they had attained the 
ege of 50.

VACCINE THAT WAS USED. 
FERSONS TREATED BY THE BUREAU OFFI- 
CERS—PREPARATION OF THE MATTER. 

‘ Forty-five ‘thousand persons were vacci- 
nated last year by the officers of the Vaccinating 
Bureau, under the direction of Dr. J. B. Taylor. 
The vaccine is obtained from calves at Clifton, N. 
J., where from four to six calves are vaccinated 
every week. The vaccine is transferred from the 
ralves to the outside of prepared quills, and dries 
on them, leaving a small glazed surface. These 
prepared quills are each cut into four pieces, 
which are called “points.”” The charged ends 
of the “ points” are smooth and regular, but the 
otber ends are jagged. The quilis are imported 
from Hojland, and when received the feather ends 
are cut off; they are classified, trimmed, scraped, 
nnd then thoroughly dried. There isa great deal 
of iznorance exkibited by physicians in regard to 
vaccination, especially in hospitals. Recently sev- 
eral hundred “*‘points’’ were wasted in the 
Charity Hospital on Blackwell's Island, at 
Tellevue Hospital, and at the New-York Hos- 
pital through the physicians applying the 
jagged ends of “ points’ to the scarifications on 
the arms of persons that they wished to vaccinate. 
Within the past six weeks the sale of virus, either 
In the form of “points” or crusts from healthy 
patients, has increased. ‘The receipts from sales at 
the Vaccination Bureau during the month of 
December amount to more than $600. The virus is 
sent to every State in the Union and abroad. The 
points and crusts are wrap) in paper and sheet 

rubber, and are transmitted by post and express. 
There is always enough virus at the Vaccinating 
Bureau to vaccinate from 5,000 to 10,000 persons, 
nd an order for 10,000 ‘‘points” could be filled 
very quickly. The price charged for "* points’’ is 
p! for eight. Crusts are worth more. A discount 
s made when officers of Health Departments or in- 
stitutions give an order. It is not possible to esti- 
mate the number of vaccinations performed last 
year by private physicians and individuals. In the 
accinating Bureau the percentage of successful 
vaccinations is 95. Small-pox is-not spreading in 
the City, although it is prevailing in aoe bers 
eities. Forty persons died of small-pox in Phila- 
delpbia last week, aud it is estimated that this mor- 
tullty was among 150 persons suffering from the 


disease. In New-York the disease is traced to 
Italians or persons from yan but the sani- 
tary authorities assert that with their system of 
rigid surveillance over houses where the disease ap- 
pears small-pox cannot become epidemic here. A 
complete system of book-keeping in the Vaccinatin 
Bureau gives an accurate account of every vacci- 
nation performed by its officers. 
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CHMETERY TRUSTEES ON TRIAL. 


HOW MONEY RAISED BY BONDS WAS SPENT— 
ARGUMENT BY COUNSEL. 


Assemblymen Wren and Russell, of the Le- 


gislative committee appointed to investigate 
charges against the Trustees of Cypress Hills 
Cemetery, sat for several hours yesterday in the 
office of the corporation, listening to the summing 
up by counsel on poth sides. The hearing was 
finally closed early in the evening, and Mr. Wren 
announced that an executive session would be 
held prior to the presentation of the commit- 
tee’s report to the Legislature about 10 days 


hence. Mr. John M. Stearns, counsel for the 
corporation, delivered the _ first argument. 
Outside of the pr egy who had instigated the:in- 
vestigation not over three or four had, he said, 
been produced as witnesses for the prosecution, 
The charge against the present Trustees was that 
they had treated the acts of their predecessors as 
legitimate and proper and had carried out and com- 
pleted contracts made by them, which, it was 
alleged, were illegal and void. It was apparent from 
the records of the cemetery, Mr. Stearns continued, 
that the original $480,000 worth of bonds created 
had ones as embryo forces to develop the in- 
stitution into life. It was patent that service had 
been rendered by those bonds. any of them had 
been used in the interest of the institution in pay- 
ment for advertising, ‘newspaper puffing,” scien- 
tific work, and in the ornamentation of the 
grounds. The journals showed that the old Trus- 
tees labored assiduously for eight or ten years to 
make the cemetery a success, expending $78,000 
the first four years. From 40 to 100 laborers 
were employed, yente dinners were given at 
great expense. and, through C. Edwards Lester, 
the cemetery had become a prominent institution 
in the eyes of the Fo samy In fact, the alleged 
fraudulent bonds had been the inspiration and the 
life of the cemetery, and, bad as they might have 
been, they were not, Mr. Stearns believed, ‘* worse 
than the watered stock of cur railroads,’’ exempli- 
fying the story of the old Deacon, who said to his 
servant: ‘‘Jobn, have you sanded the sugar and 
watered the r¥m? Then come into prayers.’” 
After directing attention to the salient points 
of the testimony tending to prove that 
the exchange of deeds for bond certificates 
was proper and just, and asserting that no 
*“watery’’bond certificates were now received in lieu 
of deeds, Mr. Stearns said the allegation that the 
corporation had been run into bankruptcy was dis- 
proved by the statements of one competent witness. 
Owing to the fact that agents of the cemetery are 
now obliged.to confine their efforts to the sale of 
lots owned by the corporation, instead of paying 
equal attention to the interests of individual 
owners desiring to sell, the former had lately heen 
more in demand, and disposed of more rapidly than 
formerly. General improvement was retarded by the 
circumstance that the me plots are scattered 
all over the unimproved sections, and owing to re- 
sistance to the tax law of 1875 which enabled the 
corporation to assess individual plot-owners. Re- 
cently the Trustees had considered the expediency 
of setting apart a portion of the cemetery for the 
poorer classes of the community, but upon investi- 
gation had found that nearlv all of the section se- 
lected had been disposed of to private parties long 
ago. Mr. Stearns said that the Trustees were now 
satisfied that without the acquisition and control 
of alltheland subject to sale the cemetery could 
not be made a satisfactory success. Of the $57,000 
indebtedness, $24,000 was represented by plots pur- 
chased from certificate holders and $11,600 more by 
plots bought back from others. 

Mr. William G. Cooke, counsel for several lot- 
owners, claimed that the management of the cem- 
etery by the former and present Trustees had been 
of such a character as to arouse general dissatis- 
faction, even though 100 plot-owners had not ap- 
peared as witnesses. He also argued that Messrs. 
Iriggs and Miles had been made exceptions to the 
terms of the resolution not to issue deeds to those 
holding bond certificates. Enormous debts had 
been rolled up against the cemetery in favor of 
the Trustees, who had paid themselves out of the 
funds accruing from the sale of land and other 
sources of income. The creditors had a right to 
complain that the corporation was on the 
verge of bankruptcy owing to wretched man- 
agement and violations of laws to which 
the Trustees were amenable. Messrs. Driggs and 
Miles had become possessors of lots in spite of the 
common law rule prohibiting Trustees from deal- 
ing in the property in trvst. In conclusion Mr. 
Cooke claimed that the present Trustees committed 
a gross violation of law when they purchased lots 
for themselves, and that it was the duty of the 
Legislature to remove them and place the affairs of 
the cemetery in the hands of men who would re- 
spect the statutes. 

Mr. Wakeman, who seaseeee for Mr. Miles, made 
along argument, in which he contended that. the 
cemetery Trustees were not subject: to the law 
alluded to by Mr. Cooke, relative to the buying 
and selling of property in trust. They had as 
much right to dispose of lots as Mr. Vanderbilt had 
to dispose of his railroad stocks, for the reason 
that the cemetery was a business concern, run for 
the benefit of the corporation controlllug it. He 
reviewed the charges at length, and endeavored to 
show that Mr. Driggs never appropriated to his 
own use one dollar of the money obtained by him 
from the sale of lcts.

TESTIMONIAL T0 JUSTICE GARDNER. 

When Mr. Hugh Gardner was appointed a 
Police Justice, two weeks ago, he held the office of 
General Inspector of Branch Stations in connec- 
tion with the general Post Office in this City. On 
Thursday evening he was invited to take a walk to 
Donovan’s restaurant, in Twelfth-street, and there 
found assembled a company of about 100 old 
friends and colleagues of the Post Office service, 
including Postmaster James, Assistant Postmaster 
Pearson, and all the Superintendents and Assistant 
Superintendents of the Post Office divisions and 
the Superintendents of the branches. They were 
assembled to give him a New Year’s surprise and 
farewell testimonial in the form of a superb 
service of silver, the special tribute of the 
Superintendents and employes of the stations. 
The presentation was made by Superintendent 
Gayler. Afterward Justice Gardner made a brief 
and suitable reply in accepting the testimonial, 
and addresses were made by Postmaster James, 
Gen. Anson G. McCook, John C. Van Wormer, 
Superintendent Charles Forrester, Jr., of the Reg- 
istry Division, and Superintendents Haggerty, of 
Station A; Reid, of Station G, and Karner, of 
Station H. Between the speeches Superintendent 
Anthony Yeomans sang a verse of *‘ The Rollicking 
Boy,” and the company joined in the chorus. Mr. 
Gardner had been five years Inspector of Branches 
when he was appointed a Police Justice, and while 
he was cordially liked by his colleagues through- 
out the service he was also a faithful, prompt, and 
energetic public officer.

MR. KENNY’S STOLEN BONDS. 

A man giving the name of J. H. Burtor! was 
arrested in Quebec on Dec. 28 while attempting to 
selltoa bank in that city a United States 6 per 
cent. bond for $1,000. He had offered it at the 
bank on the preceding day, The bank officers took 
the number of the bond, and then refused to buy 
it. Then they telegraphed to the United States 
Treasury Department asking if the bond was cor- 
rect. They were informed in reply that it was 
stolen, and the United States Consul secured Bur- 


ton’s arrest. The bond, however, was not in his 
ossession when he was captured, and he said he 
ad given it toa friend. The officers found that he 
had sent a letter to Toronto, and after much diffi- 
culty it was identified and stopped in Toronto before 
delivery. The bond is numbered 91,871, and is one 
of nine similar bonds stolen a few weeks ago in 
this City from James D. Kenny at the United States 
Hotel, in Fulton-street. Kenny was in Florida 
when the arrest was made, but yesterday he passed 
through this City on his way to Quebec to prose- 
cute for the recovery of his property. Burton is 
said to be about 35 years of age, fair complexion, 
has blue eyes, red whiskers, closely cut: walks with 
his head stooped forward, and at present affects 
blue glasses. From cards and addresses found in 
his pocket he is believed to be connected with 
some ‘‘crooked’’ men in this City.

POLICE DEPARTMENT AFFAIRS. 

The Police Commissioners met yesterday af- 
ternoon and talked about the appropriation, for 
patrolmen for 1881. They intended to appoint 39 
new men, but as they were not satisfied that they 
could immediately make the appointments pro- 
vided for in the budget they only appointed ten, who 
were sent to the precincts which are short-handed. 


Michael Phelan, a patrolman of the Twentieth 
Precinct, was fined days’ pay for intoxication.
